Their argument was a good 
one, since it was the first formal 
mass roll call held in the camp 
since the Indians took chage of 
the prisoners Sept. 24. 

Always before during the ex- 
planation period, the Indians had 
been afraid to provoke mas vio- 
lence with such a roll call. An 
Indian spkesman, commenting 
last night on the roll call itself, 
said all the men in the enclo- 
sure had been properly account- 
ed for as either present or re- 
patriated, and that none was 
missing. 

The statement disposed of any 
possibility that prisoners had 
been murdered and their bodies 
disposed of inside this inclosure. 
Such a charge had never been 
made against this inclosure, but 
Red propaganda had suggested 
that such acts were widespread 
in the south camp.

TLE MONEY 
S NEEDED NOW 
FOR ARMS AID 


Enough on Hand to Run 
Program for Two and 
One-half Years, Offi- 


cials Say. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 (UP) 
—America’s foreign arms aid 
program has gathered so much 
momentum that Congress will 
be asked for relatively small ap- 
propriations from here on, de- 
fense department officials said 
today. 

There is enough money al- 
ready on hand to finance mili- 
tary support to our global allies 
“at the present peak rate“ for 
another two and one-half years, 
they said. 


“The big programs are over,” 
Maj. Gen. George C. Stewart, 
military air director, told a re- 
porter. “But I believe we will 
have to have a comparatively 
small program for a number of 
years.” 


For four recent fiscal years, 
including the present one, Con- 
gress has appropriated $18,- 
400,000,000 for arms aid. As of 
last Oct. 31, $7,269,000,000 worth 
had been delivered. The amount 
for fiscal 1953 was $3,800,000,- 
000, illustrating how the pro- 
gram now has gone into high 
gear. 


“When the remaining 11 bil- 
lion dollars of aid is delivered,” 
Stewart said, “it will constitute 
the major United States contri- 
bution to foreign military forces 
of the size now agreed to.” 

He added that appropriations 
thereafter will be used to help 
sustain the forces with replace- 
ments and not—with minor ex- 
ceptions—to make them larger. 
He explained that.such aid will 
be needed by countries which 
cannot afford to produce air- 
craft and tanks. 

Through fiscal 1953, which 
ended last June 30, the Govern- 
ment earmarked 80 per cent of 
foreign aid money for Europe, 
10 per cent for Asia and the 
Pacific, and rest for the Near 
East, Africa and Latin America. 

Since then, however, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has _ shifted 
emphasis so that 30 per cent of 
this year’s appropriation is ear- 
marked for the Far East. His 
aim is to build up French and 
native forces in Indochina in 
hopes of eventual military vic-

Weir’s Prediction On Fa- 
cilities By 1970 Based 
On Population Rise, 
Other Factors, 


Population growth in St. Louis 
county and other factors will 
make neccessary the investment 


of an additional $50,000,000 for 
water facilities by 1970, the St. 
Louis County Water Co. esti- 
mated in a review distributed to 
customers yesterday. 

The $50,000,000 estimate does 
not include the company’s cur- 
ruent $10,000,000 sxpansion pro- 
gram, which will increase capac- 
ity 17 per cent by next summer, 
W. Victor Weir, president of the 
concern, said. 

Scheduled for completion by 
June, the current program will 
increase the St. Louis Water Co.’s 
distribution capacity to 75,000,- 
000 gallons a day, as compared 
with the 64,000,000 gallon daily 
peak usage of last summer. 

Weir said action already taken 
would remove any threat of a 
water shortage next summer in 
the county. In its ‘future plan- 
ning, he said, the company esti- 
mates the county’s population, 
which was 406,349 in 1950, will 
exceed 565,000 by 1960 and 
750,000 by 1970. 

In its review, the company 
said that a projection of the 
present $10,000,000 program on 
a straight “population-to-water” 
basis would call for an invest- 
ment of another $30,000,000 by 
1970. The figure was boosted to 
$50,000,000 by consideration of 
higher costs, greater industriali- 
zation and increased use of air 
conditioning. 

Water bills for residential cus- 
tomers in St. Louis county av- 
eraged $2.33 a month in 1953, 
or about $28 a year, the com- 
pany reported. This was 22 per 
cent higher than in 1952, reflect- 
ing, increased water consumption 
and a rate increase.

in the United States. 


Jenner said: “We are going to 
be met but we don't know where 
we'll be taken for the interview 
or when it will happen. After 
we cross the border we will be 
in the hands of the State De- 
partment.” | 

Jenner at first said only that 
he and his colleague were going 
on “a little trip” and McCarran 
joked about fishing. But when 
asked if they would see Gou- 
zenko, Jenner replied, “If we 
don't see him, we're wasting our 
time.”

GULLION'S 
MEN SET NEW 
FIELD HOUSE 
POINT MARK

A new field house record for 
Washington University basket- 
ball teams was set by thie Bears 
last night as they buried the 
Western Michigan Broncos, 88 to 
52. The total, which was piled 
up despite the liberal use of 
reserves throughout the game 
by Coach Blair Gullion, bettered 
the previous high of 84 points 
for a Bears’ team on its home 
court, 

By winning, the Bears evened 
their season’s record at four 
wins and four defeats. They 
went into the game favored by 
about six points, but red hot 
shooting combined with the gen- 
eral ineffectiveness of the Bron- 
cos, gave Washington a wide 
lead early in the contest, and 
they were never threatened. 

Sophomore Bud Cristal was 
the Bear’s best, sinking nine 
field goals in 12 attempts. The 
University City ace had 27 points 
before fouling out with six min- 
utes remaining in the game. 

Altogether Gullion’s club hit 
at a startling .500 pace—29 out 
of 58. Western Michigan—which 
included a well-regarded Bowl- 
ing Green team among its recent 
victims—had the same number 
of shots, but made only 16 field 
goals. 

Bob Kimpling was Washing- 
ton’s second best scorer with 13 
points, and Bob Kriegshauser, 
the season leader for the team 
by a.considerable margin, made 
12 points. 

Gullion not only used his sec- 
ond-string. players before the 
game was half over, but sent in 
a flock of freshmen in the clos- 
ing minutes. The record-sétting 
point was made on a free throw 
by Ed Diamonds, who played 
for Clayton High last season. 

Six-foot-six Ron Jackson, one 
of the two Bronco players who 
towered far above most.of the 
Bears, 
points. Don Coleman, six-five, 
made only one field goal, how- 
ever. 

The Bears led, 18-7, after the 
first quarter. It was a well- 
distributed. attack at the out- 
set, for four players had four 
points apiece during this period. 
Cristal poured it on in the sec- 
ond quarter, getting 11 points, 
and the Bears had a 38-24 half- 
time margin. 

Kriegshauser, held to four 
points in the first half, dumped 
in three field goals in the third 
quarter as Washington moved 
out of contention by outscor- 
ing the Broncos, 23 to 12. Even 
the subs had it easy in the last 
quarter, scoring 27 points, usu- 
ally with the help of only one 
or two first-line players at any 
one time. A total of 17 Bears 
took part in the game, which 
was played before about 2000 
spectators.

Mortgage Man Predicts Stable _ 


Real Estate, Mortgage Market, 


, Building Costs Here in 1954 


, By L. L. SEEMAN 

Lecturer Real Estate Financing, Washington University. 

To comment on the future of the mortgage and real estate|’ 7" 
business one must of course appraise the general business “pic- 
ture.” If one will observe the swing.in both the cycles of general 
business and the cycles of real estate you will see a very closely 
correlated pattern in the movements of both. 

There have been periods, however, when the short term 
swings have gotten ajar. For example, in 1946 real estate activity 
towered to unprecedented heights, with the return of the G.ls 


and the liberal mortgage pol 

of the Veterans’ Adtaianetietion 
while general business was just 
starting to move upward. Then 
during the past four years gen- 
eral business has increased to 
its all-time peaks, while real es- 
tate, activity has tapered off, 
although it still is about 20 per 
cent above normal. Real estate 
activity in recent years has fol- 
lowed different patterns in the 
various sections of the country. 
Today the decline is much more 
pronounced in the Far West, 
Southwest and Southeast than in 
the Midwest (St. Louis area). 


They All Try it. 

This is the season of the year 
when all economists, from those 
in high Government posts to the 
college economic professors pre- 
dict the business future. The 
writer won't attempt to make a 
fresh approach, but merely to 
say that most of these predic- 
tions agree that general business 
has steadily climbed from the 
end of the war to an unprece- 
dented peak at mid-1953, with 
short interruptions in late 1949 
and mid-1952. If one will ob- 
serve the new, revised Federal 
Reserve Board index of indus- 
trial production, the peak today 
is even higher than was expect- 
ed. Since mid-1953 general busi- 
ness has declined about 5 per 
cent from the 1953-mid year 
peak and is ending the year with 
a slight upturn, sparked by good 
retail sales, a booming electric 
power output, and a healthy con- 
struction industry. 

What do the economists say 
for the future?—about this: a 
continued adjustment downward 
of another 5-7 per cent but 
without the severe shock that 
occurred in 1949 and 1952. In- 
stead we should experience a 
slow, normal decline, leading to 
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a more healthy, competitive 
economy. The measure of our 
overall economy is the Gross 
National Product ‘production of 
all goods and services) which at 
the end of 1953 stands at an 
annual rate of 368 billion dollars 
(126 billion dollars in 1941) and 
should decline to about 359 bil- 
lion dollars by the. end of 1954. 
Must Be Watched. 

This optimistic picture doesn’t 
mean that general business 
won't have any soft spots and 
that these potential weaknesses 
in the dike can’t cause a “flood,” 
nor does it mean that every sec- 
tion of the country and every 
metropolitan area will follow 
this pattern. These are some po- 
tential weaknesses that must be 
carefully watched such as (1) the 
recent increase in unemploy- 
ment and the shorter work week, 
(2) the ever increasing burden 
of consumer debts, (3) the con- 
tinued decline in farm income, 
(4) further Government spend- 
ing and taxation, and (5) con- 
tinued, sharp rise in mortgage 
debt. There undoubtedly will be 
a cry from political camps to 
“prime the pump” if and when 
there is a “normal” decline in 
business; but it is believed that 
the economic policies of our 
present administration will not 
be unduly influenced and will 
continue to “hold the line” 
against an inflation which would 
reduce the real income of the 
wage earner. 

What of Real Estate. 


Enough about general busi- 
ness—what about the future of 
mortgages and real estate? We 
are just passing through a crit- 
ical period in the mortgage 
business when mortgage interest 
rates rose sharply from about 
4% per cent in mid-1952 to a 
high of over 5% per cent by 
October 1953. This shock was 
preceded by a sharp increase in 
mortgage rates in early 1951, 
but which was mostly dissipated 
by mid-1952. Our mortgage and 
real estate economy is not used 
to these -severe fluctuations in 
interest rates and some hard- 
ships resulted, Looking back, 
it will be observed that mort- 
gage rates held very steady, 
around the 4% per cent mark 
from 1941 to early 1951. This 
was after a steady decline in 
rates from 5% per cent in 1932 
to 4% per cent in 1941. “His- 
torically,” the 5% to 6 per cent 
mortgage rate prevailed steadily 
from 1910-1932, so rates today 
are still well below this old, 
established level. 

The mortgage industry has 


been severely criticized for this

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reecnt, sharp increase in rates, 
with its adverse effect on the 
jreal estate and building busi- 
nesses. Most of this unwarranted 
censure has come from the 
building industry and some high 
Government officials. It must 
be remembered that mortgage 
money competes with all other 
types of money and long term 
investors such as insurance com- 
panies and savings institutions 
will shift their investments 
where the return is the great- 
est. From mid-1952 the return 
on Government bonds, high 
grade corporates and municipal 
bonds increased about 33 per 
cent, while during the same pe- 
riod the return on mortgages 
jumped only 25 per cent. Then 
too, the shock probably would 
not have been so severe if the 
FHA and VA had not waited so 
long to announce the overdue 
increase in rates. With money, 
normally earmarked for -mort- 
gages, going into other types of 
investments, builders and buy- 
ers were temporarily hurt. 


Slow Rate Decline. 


There has been a substantial 
decling of interest rates in gen- 
eral, “and especially on high 
grade corporate bonds, that 
started in June of 1953. Basic 
mortgage interest rates, on a 
competitive basis, were late in 
turning downward and now 
stand at about 5% per cent, a 
little lower than the peak 
reached this October. With a 
lower volume of building, coun- 
try-wise, in 1954 and a continu- 
ance in the heavy increase in 
funds for mortgage investment, 
interest rates should declixe to 
a base rate of around 4% per 
cent by late 1954; but it is be- 
lieved that we won't e for 
many years the very low mort- 
gage rates that prevailed during 
the period 1941 through 1951. 
This observation is borne out by 
recent quotations for take-out 
and warehousing commitments, 
for future delivery, of FHA and 
G.I. loans. 

In spite of this shift in invest- 
ments, the insurance companies 
will invest about 10 per cent 
more of their funds in horgm 
mortgages in 1953 than in 195<, 
and 20 per cent over 1951; and 
savings institutions are making 
‘even greater proportionate in- 
creases in mortgage investments. 
Their mortgage investment for 
1954 should be about the same 
as in 1953. 

For the fifth year housing 
starts will exceed the rate of a 
million per year. With a “free 
and easy” mortgage economy, 
building starts this year could 
have exceeded the demand re- 
sulting in a depressed market 
and lower prices. 

To those in the mortgage and 
real estate business “good busi- 
ness” usually means “profits,”

The first full year Point IV | 
worked in Lebanon—1952—the | 
United States appropriated $3,- | 
100,000. Only $480,000 was ac- 
tually spent in that year.. It! 
will take three years to spend | 
what was appropriated for a sin- 
gle year. 

The Kasmieh water project of 
South Lebanon illustrates the | 
problem. Begun during the days 
of the French mandate before 
World War II, this project was 
designed to supply drinking and | 
irrigation water for villages | 
along Lebarion’s southern coast. | 

Only $45,000 Used. ane. 

Point IV put up $652,000 for | 
the Kasmieh project. By the 
end of the fiscal year 1953, the | 
Lebanese had been able to use 
only $45,000 of .this amount. 
Long ‘delays in awarding con- | 
tracts and drawing up plans left | 
most of the Point IV funds idle. | 

Lebanon's slowness in absorb | 
ing these funds has resulted in | 
$1,661,000 originally earmarked | 
for Lebanon being withheld in | 
Washington. This money prob- | 
ably will be diverted to other | 
areas where it can be used more | 
readily. 

Political instability has been 
a big factor in causing the de- | 
lays. In the two years of Point | 
IV’s life in this country,. Leb- | 
anon has had seven different 
governments.

LONDON, Jan. 2 (UP) — Au- 
thoritative British sources said 
today they believe Russia, dur- 
ing 1954, will attempt to shift 
the emphasis in the cold war 
from the political to the eco- 
nomic front. 

These sources said there is 
evidence that the Soviet Union 
has embarked on a new foreign 
policy aimed at stimulation ‘of 
foreign trade.

It was pointed out that Rus- 
sia and Red China already have 
worked out trade agreements 
with Egypt, Burma, India, Pak- 
istan, Ceylon and Indonesia, 
among others. 

Officials here believe the ex- 
pansion of Russia’s trade inter- 
ests has been motivated by the 
Communist belief that the cap- 
italist world can be split eco- 
nomically. 

They also believe it reflects a 
Soviet conviction that there is 
bound to bé’a recession in the 
West. 

Russia, they believe, expects 
this to mean curtailed purchases 
of raw materials by the West 
from the Middle East, Africa and 
Asia.

That was the pattern of late 
1953, but the total movement 
was slightly downhill.

The President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers maintains its 
usual silence, but has been in- 
tensely busy in recent weeks, ' 
This has led to speculation that

By both words and deeds, the 
Administration already has 
bucked up nervous. business 
men. The “hard dollar” policy, 
which the Administration always 
preferred to call a “sound 
money” policy, has been sof- 
tened. The Federal Reserve 
Board moved swiftly in June, 
when credit became sticky and 
financial markets panicky. It 
lowered bank reserves, thus 
pumping billions of potential

This distinguishes 1954 
from 1949, Then, seemingly in- 
satiable demand for automobiles 
and new homes lifted the coun- 
try out of the slump. 

One more point. The great de- 
pression of 20 years ago cut 
down births, Result: Fewer per- 
sons of marriageable age today. 
The number of new marriages 
has fallen from a postwar peak 
of 2,290,000 in 1946 to about 
1,600,000 in 1953. Inference: Re- 
duced demand for homes, re- 
frigerators, washing machines, 
vacuum cleaners, carpeting, fur- 
niture, and so on. 

However, the rising crop of 
post-depression babies will ex- 
ert an upward pressure on the 
economy, along about 1956 or’57 
as they “altar” their ways. That's 
a longer-term bullish influence, 
along with the steady increase 
in the population. Even though 
marriages are fewer, more fam- 
flies are having second, third, 
and fourth babies.

Corporations’ Payments to Stockholders 
Set New Record. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2 (UP)— 
American corporations paid their 
stockholders a record $9,350,- 
000,000 in cash dividends in 


1953. ; 

This compared with $8,875,- 
000,000, the previous record, last 
year, and with $5,823,000,000 
paid in 1929. 

American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co, led with a cash pay- 
ment for the year of $373,851,- 
000, second highest dividends 
ever paid in American corporate 
history. The record was set by 
General Motors Corp. in 1950 at 
$526,000,000. This year G.M. 
held its dividend equal to 1952 
at $352,000,000. 

Petroleum, aircraft, building, 
railroad, electrical equipment 
and utility caqmpanies were 
among those increasing divi- 
dends. 


Of the 1527 issues listed on 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
dividends were paid on 1415 is- 
sues, involving 980 common and 
435 preferred stocks. These ag- 
gregated $6,176,064,000, a rec- 
ord. In 1952 dividends of $5.- 
972,280,000 were paid on 975 
common. and 433 preferred 
stocks listed. 

Oil companies made large pay- 
ments, topped by Standard Oil 
Co. (New Jersey) at $272,569,500. 
New York Central doubled its 
1952 dividend of 50 cents a share 
in the rails. Utilities paid their 
best dividends in many years. 

General Electric increased its 
payment to $4 a share, compared 
with $3 paid in 1952. Du Pont 
paid out $172,132,400 to top the 
chemical companies.

Taxes will ease but probably 
not as much as you're counting 
on. 

Personal income tax rates 
start the new year off with a 
10 per cent drop—giving con- 
sumers some $3,500,000,000 more 
to spend. Business shakes off 
the excess profits tax at the 
same time. But Social Security 
taxes are going up for individ- 
uals. And corporations may not 
get the cut in ordinary income 
tax rates they expect in April 
A deficit-burdened United States 
Treasury will be ‘hunting new 
Ways to tax. And so will state 
and local governments. The na- 
tion’s total tax bill at the end.of 
the year seems sure to stay high. 


Food should be abundant with 
prices off slightly if at all. 

Less meat on the market in 
1954 may bolster these prices. 
But large carry-overs of grains 
insure full larders—especially if 
the weather is kind to new 
- crops. Food processors will be 
pushing new labor-saving prod- 
ucts, offering to do about every- 
thing for you but the chewing. 
Prospering Americans spent a 
record $67,000,000,000 for food 
in 1953. Whether they go on in 
1954 buying the best cuts and 
most expensive delicacies may 
depend on whether personal in- 
comes hold at their record highs. 
And many a food processor will 
watch the diet movement which 
has cut sales of some higher- 
caloried edibles.

| The latter weeks of the year 
brought many prospects from 
dealer organizations that factory 
output exceeded their retail 
market. They said sales were 
being made only through price 
slashing and over-allowances and 
trade-ins. 

Those of the industry execu- 
tives who would discuss this as- 
sertion generally denied the fac- 


tories were over-producing. And 
despite the heavy volume of dis- 
count and over-allowance sales 
they denied, also, that any retail 
sales volume was being bor- 
rowed from next year’s market.

Messages on State of the Union, Budget and 
Economics Will Disclose Main Features of 
His Proposals, but Details Will.Have to Wait 
Until Special Commissions Report.

The Eisenhower program, drafted after intense consultations between the 
party’s congressional leaders and the heads of executive agencies, will be 
read to a joint session of Congress by the President himsehf, in the annual 
State of the Union message. 

Further details will be included in his 
budget and economic messages that will 
be sent to the Capitol shortly thereafter. 

Complete details will not be available 
until several commissions appointed to 
study important special problems, such as 
foreign trade policy, have made their re- 
ports to the White House. 


Radio-TV Tomorrow Night. 


Eisenhower may give the American 7 
people a brief preview of his program 
when he makes a radio and television 
talk Monday night. A major portion of 
this speech, however, is expected to be 
devoted to Republican accomplishments of 
the past 11 months. 


He has invited the top Democratic 
congressional leaders Tuesday to hear 
a private reading of his State of the 
Union message, but by that time there 
will be little chance of changing it. The 
White House meeting with the Demo- 
crats will be a courtesy gesture and 
while it may help bipartisan co-opera- 
tion on foreign policy and defense 
measures, it will be more like the cus- 
temary handshake in the boxing ring 
so far as the domestic part of the pro- 
gram is concerned. 


tion in California, in a district that had 
always voted in Republican representatives 
although the Democrats have a larger reg- 
istration. 


Eisenhower’s amateur standing is both 
a strength and a weakness. The Old 
Guard Republicans realize that his popu- 
larity throughout the country far exceeds 
theirs and that it may save the party next 
November if they support his program. 
As to the weakness, he is confronted by 
“old pros” of both parties in Congress, 
notably on the most powerful committees, 
who do not need his support for their own 
re-election. Also he lost the services of 
the ablest “pro” of them all by the death 
“of Senator Taft of Ohio, who cast his per- 
sonal predilections aside to work for Eis- 
enhower and the Republican party in the 
last session. 


No Promises Indicated. 

The three-day conference at the White 
House between Republican congressional 
leaders and the heads of executive agencies 
was Eisenhower's way of trying to unite 
the Republican party. Summing up the 
results of the sessions, Eisenhower said 
they had made “much progress” on his 
program which would be based on the 
1952 Republican platform. 

There were, however, no indications 
that the congressional leaders, most of 
whom opposed Eisenhower’s presidential 
nemination and some of whom opposed 
his recommendations in the first session 
of the Eighty-third Congress, had agreed 
to go down the line for his program. 
Old Guardsmen like Chairman Daniel 
A, Reed of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, John Taber of the Appro- 
priations Committee, Dewey Short of 
Armed Services, Jesse Wolcott of Bank- 
ing and Currency, Robert Chiperfield of 
Foreign Affairs and Clare Hoffman of 
Government Operations, are likely to 
have their own ideas of what is best 
for the welfare of the country and their 
own party. 

In the House, Eisenhower has the ad- 
vantage of the strict discipline of Speaker 
Joe Martin, Majority Leader Charles A. 
Halleck, Party Whip Leshe Arends and 
Chairman Leo Allen of the Rules Com- 
mittee. All four have right-of-center leg- 
islative records, but, like the late Senator 
Taft, are team-players for their party. 

Also in the House, Eisenhower will have 
the support of former Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn, now minority leader, and Repre- 
sentative John McCormack of Massachu- 
setts, assistant leader, on most of his for- 
eign policy recommendations. Whether 
they will support him on his defense rec- 
ommendations remains to be seen. 

In the Senate, Eisenhower’s problems are 
complicated by presidential politics on 
both sides of the aisle. 

The Republicans assume publicly that 
he will be a candidate for re-election but 
such Senators as Knowland of California, 
Dirksen of Illinois, Bridges of New Hamp- 
shire and McCarthy of Wisconsin, to say 
nothing of Vice President Nixon, will be 
frequently mentioned as candidates for the 
White House in 1956. 

Among the Democrats, while Stevenson 
is still the titular leader of the party, 
such presidential prospects as Senators 
Symington of Missouri, Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee, Russell of Georgia and Lyndon 
Johnson of Texas will be watched to see 
whether their actions indicate they are 
warming up for the White House handi- 
cap. Kefauver, Russell and Johnson are 
up for re-election this year and as “old 
pros” and not running for two offices at 


The next six months will test Eisen- 
hower’s political leadership. Although 
the details of his program cannot be fore- 
cast now, it probably will open no new 
ground. So much has happened in the 
United States and the rest of the world 
since 1933, when the Republicans were 
last in power, that it would be impossible 
to go back to the 1920s—or 1892, as Eis- 
enhower once facetiously remarked—al- 
though some older Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats appear to be looking hopefully in 
that backward direction. 


Eisenhower has teken pride in his mid- 
dle-of-the-road political philosophy and 
apparently believes he is traveling for- 
ward along that way. The political er gov- 
ernmmental road ahead, however, has al- 
ready been mapped by “liberal’’ Demo- 
crats and Republicans, and the general 
question today is more of speed than of 
direction. Some critics will say, of course, 
that Eisenhower is walking backward or 
just marking time. Some measurement 
may be possible at the end of the session. 


After almost a year in office, the Gen- 
era] still publicly admits he is not a poli- 
ticlan. The situation confronting him in 
Congress would test the skill and experi- 
ence of the most astute political profes- 
sional. At stake are control of Congress 
after next year’s elections and the White 
House after 1956. 


House and Senate Lineups. 


The House is at present divided 219 Re- 
publicans, 215 Democrats and one inde- 
pendent who usually votes Democratic. 


In the Senate, the Republicans are ac- 
tually in a numerical minority with 47 
against 48 Democrats and Independent 
Wayne Morse of Oregon, who sides with 
the Democrats on nearly all important is- 
sues but will not vote to give them con- 
trol of the Senate. 


It is a political axiom that the party 
in power which loses control of Con- 
gress loses the White House two years 
later. Truman’s election in 1948 was an 
exception. It is also an axiom, with few 
exceptions, that the party in power loses 
seats, especially in’the House, in non- 
presidential year elections. An exception 
occurred in 1934, 

The statistics of the 1952 elections are 


Southern Democrats in a fight against 
Eisenhower's administrative order to chan- 
nel defense contracts into areas of high 
unemployment. Ironically, this order was 
Yesigned to help the depressed New Eng- 
land industries, one whose most active 
spokesman is Senator Leverett Saltonstall 
of Massachusetts, Senate Republican whip 
or assistant floor leader. 


Knowland, who frequently is guided by 
his Pacific Coast viewpoint, differed with 
the White House séveral times in the last 
session and it will be interesting to see 
whether he will continue these differences 
in the coming session. A floor leader who 
doesn’t follow White House recommenda- 
tions usually has difficulties in convincing 
his associates that. they should be “reg- 
ular.” 

A fgrther obstacle to ein going is 
the announced determination of Sena- 
tors Joseph R. McCarthy of Wisconsin, 
William E. Jenner of Indiana and a few 
other Republicans to make Communism 
rather than Eisenhower’s program the 
principal issue of the 1954 campaign. 

If these Republicans carry through 
with their plans—and it looks as though 
they will have the active help of Attorney 
General Brownell, Republican National 
Chairman Leonard W. Hall, Chairman 
Dirksen of the Senate Republican Cam- 
paign Committee and Chairman Richard 
Simpson of the House Campaign Com- 
mittee — the voters will at least be 
confused when they count up the suc- 
cesses and failures of the Eisenhower 
program in Congress. 


Democrats Accept Challenge. 

The Demiocrats have accepted Eisen- 
hower’s challenge on making his program 
the decisive issue, but they are frankly 
worried about the emotional effect of the 
subversion-in-government campaign. They 
argue that it is a subject of greater com- 
ment in Washington than throughout the 
country and that the voters are more con- 
cerned about low farm prices, high con- 
sumer prices, taxes and housing and in- 
creasing unemployment than about dead 
alleged spies and unproved charges. 


Impartial surveys disclose, however, that 
Communism is a live issue in spots and a 
matter of little interest in others, usually 
depending on how local newspapers have 
treated the McCarthy-Jenner-Velde per- 
formances. 

Despite what the President says and the 
Democrats hope, Communism in govern- 
ment is likely to be a major issue in some 
congressional] contests. : 

In preparation for the congressional 
elections, influential Democrats now in 
Washington are beginning to marshal 
forces for a party of opposition to the 
domestic part of the President’s “progres- 
sive, dynamic program” and of co-opera- 
tion on foreign affairs. They are willing 
to take the Democratic voting record to 
the country. 

On the domestic side, many Democrats 
will continue to work for the Roosevelt- 
Truman social welfare program. On for- 
eign policy, their targets will be the isola- 
tionists and nationalists typified by such 


Republican Senators as McCarthy, Jenner, | # 


John Bricker of Ohio and George Malone 
of Nevada, They are wondering whether 
Eisenhower will have the political courage 
to break with these nationalists in ex- 
change for Democratic support. 
Democrats now in Washington say 
they cannot foretell what action they 
will take on domestic and foreign prob- 
lems until the President announces the 
details of each of his many prospective 
proposals, The Republican participants 
in the three-day White House conference 
are observing the bar against premature 
disclosure, but they give the impression 
that they, too, do not know just exactly 
what the White House will recommend. 


Kefauver’s Advice to Party. 


Senator Kefauver has urged the Demo- 
crats to announce a program of their own, 
but the party leadership is likely to reject 
this idea on the ground that it is the duty 
of the party in power to propose and the 
duty of the party out of power to oppose. 

In actual practice, the Democrats, as in- 
dividuals and as a party, will be making 
their legislative records by what substi- 
tutes they offer in committees, where the 
real legislation is drafted, and by their 
votes in the Senate and House.

Summary of the Major Issues 


AJOR issues which will con- 

front Congress when it re- 

turns for an abbreviated elec- 
tion-year session aré€ many and 
varied. The more important are 
summarized below: 


Agriculture. 

Price supports of basic commodities 
at 90 per cent of parity are scheduled 
to expire at the end of this year, under 
existing law, and to be replaced by 
flexible supports, varying with supply. 
The Administration will present a new 
farm price support law, probably favor- 
ing flexible supports, but Congress is 
expected to maintain high fixed sup- 
ports, much like the present law. 

Members of Congress opposed to Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Benson's reorgan- 
ization of the Soil Conservation Service, 
which eliminated seven regional offices, 
will seek legislation to modify that re- 
organization. 

New legislation to enforce stricter 
control of illegal importation of Mexi- 
can farm laborers — “wetbacks” — will 
be introduced with the backing of At- 
torney General Brownell. This will be 
opposed by spokesmen for farmers and 
ranchers in the Southwest who reap 
the benefit of the cheap labor. 


Taxes. 

With the national debt scraping the 
$275,000,000,000 ceiling established by 
law, and the prospect of another budget 
deficit for fiscal year 1955, the Admin- 
istration is expected to renew ‘its re- 
quest that Congress raise the ceiling. 

Personal income taxes were reduced 
about 10 per cent Jan. 1, when the cor- 
poration excess profits tax also expired. 
Cuts in excise taxes and corporation 
income taxes are scheduled for April 1, 


* under existing law. These changes will 


produce a reduction of about $8,000,- 
000,000 for a full fiscal year and the 
Administration is committed to the 
personal income tax reduction and ex- 
piration of the excess profits tax. 

Broad revision of the excise tax laws 
may result from studies made in Con- 
gress and by the Treasury which has 
been searching for new revenue sources. 
Depreciation allowances also are to be 
reviewed. The aim will be to recoup 
through other forms of taxation as 
much as possible of the revenue lost 
by tax reduction and expiration of the 
excess profits tax. 


Appropriations. 

Expenditures may total about $67,- 
500,000,000, or about $5,000,000,000 less 
than this year, with most of the reduc- 
tion coming in the defense establish- 
ment and the foreign aid program. 
Efforts will be made in appropriations 
to eliminate economic aid te other coun- 
tries and to prune the technical assist- 
ance program. The Foreign Operations 


: Administration, which got $7,000,000,000 


for this year, but is spending only 
about $6,000,000,000, may get less next 
year. 

Present indications are that the de- 
fense expenditures next year will be 
around $38,000,000,000 as compared 
with the estimated $42,100,000,000 dur- 
ing the current fiscal year. Most of 
the cut will result from the 10 per cent 
reduction in manpower said to be pos- 
sible because of the development of 
atomic and other new weapons. For- 
eign Aid Administrator Stassen has 
forecast a reduction of about $1,000,- 
000,000 in his operations. 

There will be much pressure for cuts 


in the budget outside of the defense 
establishment with efforts to curtail 


social services, attacks on spending for 
public power and reclamation and 
charges of “creeping socialism” in gov- 
ernment. 

Foreign Policy. a 


The Atomic Energy Commissien has 
drafted a bill to permit some sharing 


— 
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of atomic secrets with our allies to aid 
in the development of peaceful uses of 
the atom. Congressional discussion has 
already begun of President Eisen- 
hower’s proposal for an international 
pool for development of non-military 
atomic power, which would require 
changes in the law. 


The controversial Bricker amend- 
ment, to restrict the treaty-making 
power of the Government, will again 
be before Congress. A compromise of- 
fered by Senator William F. Knowland, 
Republican leader, is not acceptable to 
Bricker. 


The Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act will be up for renewal in June, and, 
unless it is extended, authority to enter 
into new agreements will lapse, al- 
though existing agreements are not 
affected. 


The report of the Commission on 
Foreign Economic Policy headed by 
Clarence Randall is due in March. This 
is expected to help shape an Adminis- 
tration program for expanding foreign 
markets. 


President Eisenhower has asked Con- 
gress to consider “serious and inequi- 
table restrictions”. in the McCarran- 
Walter Immigration Act, but Chairman 
Arthur V. Watkins of the Immigration 
Subcommittee told the President revi- 
sion would have to wait for several 
years, at least until expiration of the 
Refugee Relief Act. Senator McCar- 
ran’s price for permitting the Refugee 
Act to become law without a filibuster 
this year was reported to be that there 
would be no revision of the immigration 
act. 


Communism. 


The investigations will continue, with 
Senator. William E. Jenner’s Internal 
Security Committee exploiting the Har- 
ry Dexter White case and its aftermath, 
and Senator Joseph R. MeCarthy’s per- 
manent investigating committee serving 
as watchdog, along with the House 
Un-American Activities Committee un- 
der Chairman Harold Velde. 


Legislation will be offered with the 
support of Attorney General Brownell 
to permit limited use of wire-tapping 
to obtain evidence in subversion, espio- 
nage and similar cases, and a bill will 
be offered to permit congressional com- 
mittees, perhaps with the prior approval 
of the Attorney General, to grant im- 
munity to witnesses who otherwise 
would refuse to testify on the ground 
that they might incriminate themselves. 
This legislation would compel such 
witnesses to testify or face contempt 
action. 


Labor. 


The Taft-Hartley Act will again be 
up for review. Some amendments to 
make it more acceptable to labor may 
be adopted, but labor racketeering in- 
vestigations have lent impetus to moves 
to strengthen its unfair labor practices 
sections and to return to the states a 
larger measure of control over labor 
policy. 

Unemployment compensation is be- 
ing reappraised to determine whether 
the benefits offered are adequate. Sec- 
retary of Labor Mitchell will recom- 
mend an increase in the minimum wage 
above its present level of 75 cents an 
hour, perhaps to as much as $1 an hour 
which his predecessor, Martin P. Dur- 
kin, was prepared to recommend before 
his resignation. 


In floor debates and possibly in com- 
mittee sessions the charge that the 
National Labor Relations Board has 
been “packed” with strict construction- 
ists will be explored. Some consider- 
ation may be given to legislation which 
would facilitate labor’s move toward a 
guaranteed annual wage in mass pro- 
duction industries. This would be tied 


in with an increase in unemployment 
compensation benefits. 


Education and Welfare. 


The President has asked that social 
security coverage be extended to 10,- 
500,000 more persons and a bill to carry 
out that request is pending. 


Another social security issue is the 
increase in the tax rate which became 
effective Jan. 1 and which the President 
had asked Congress to postpone. The 
tax, now 1.5 per cent on the first $3600 
of income, paid by both employer and 
employe, rose to 2 per cent. Chairman 
Reed of the House Ways and Means 
Committee and other oppose the freeze 
in rates suggested by Eisenhower, 

Much of the basic law relating to 
federal aids to housing is approaching 
expiration and a commission has sub- 
mitted a voluminous report, recom- 
mending extension and enlargement of 
these aids to housing. 

The future of public housing will be 
at stake. The commission recommended 
that it be continued, but made no rec- 
ommendation as to the size or scope of 
a public housing program. Last year 
Eisenhower asked for 35,000 units; Con- 
gress cut this to 20,000, may cut it 
below that figure next year. 

Efforts to obtain more federal aid for 
education may be renewed, once more 
stirring complaints about invasion of 
states’ rights. One proposal that may 
be offered is that Congress should re- 
quire non-Communist oaths from teach- 
ers in schools that receive federal aid. 


Miscellaneous. 

Early action may come on a bill te 
grant statehood to Hawaii, perhaps in a 
package deal which would also bring 
Alaska into the Union. 

The issue of segregation in public 
schools, now before the Supreme Court, 
may figure in coengressional debates, but 
legislative action is hardly indicated.. 
The court decision probably will not 
come down until near the end of the 
legislative session. 

Increased postal rates were on. the 
Administration’s “must” list at the last 
session, but action was postponed, 
Postmaster General Summerfield has 
engaged a management firm to study 
postal operations and postage rates and 
will submit new recommendations early 
in the session. 

A commission will report its recom-. 
mendations for salary increases for 
members of Congress and the Federal 
judges Jan. 15. Other Federal employes 
also will seek pay increases. 

Civil Defense Adminstrator Val 
Peterson will ask for $125,000,000 for 
that agency, nearly three times what 
Congress gave it for this year. There 
will be controversy over the extent of 
Federal versus state and local responsi- 
bility for civil defense. 

Congress will be watching the opera- 
tions of the Small Business Administra- 
tion which, after a fumbling start, has 
liberalized its loan policies. 

There is a remote possibility that 
Senator Dennis Chavez (Dem.), New 
Mexico, may lose the seat to which he 
was elected in 1952. A majority of a 
three-man subcommittee which investi- 
gated the election there favors throwing 
out 30,000 of the ballots cast. If this 
should be done, Chavez's margin of 
victory would disappear. 

Little prospect exists for civil rights 
legislation. Senator Everett Dirksen 
(Rep.), Illinois, predicted Republicans 
would press for a fair employment prac- 
tices law, but President Eisenhower has 
indicated he will not ask for this. 

Possibly the first business to be taken 
up at the new session will be legislation 
to authorize joint development, with 
Canada, of the St. Lawrence Seaway, 
This hardy perennial may be before 
Congress for the last time because 
Canada is now ready to proceed on its 
own if we do not agree to participate. 
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Representative Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr,, 
who has his own locat New York reasons 
for attacking Dewey, asserted that the 
speech was “the most demagogic ever 
made by a responsible Republican” and 
predicted that the 1954 campaign would be 
“dirty, demagogic and in the gutter.” He 
said it was “a foretaste of a tough elec- 
tion—one based on lies and _ vicious 
charges.” ! 

The Democrats at the next session and 
in the campaign are not likely to attack 
Kisenhower personally, as Republicans at- 
tacked Roosevelt and Truman, but they 
will seek out vulnerable personalities 
around him and politically weak spots in 
his recommendations.

Eisen- 
hower polled approximately 33,800,000 
votes to Adlai Stevenson’s 27,300,000. On 
the same day, Republican candidates for 
the House polled only 28,400,000 votes 
to 28,300,000 for their Democratic op- 
ponents. Votes for independent candi- 
dates, mostly of “liberal” or “radical” 
views, made the Republicans a minority 
party as far as the House was concerned. 
Furthermore, Eisenhower carried 295 
congressional districts, the Republican 
candidates only 221. 

To give force to these generalities, the 
Republicans were unexpectedly defeated 
in two special elections for House seats, 
_one in Wisconsin, the other in New Jer- 
sey, which had never gone Democratic 
before. Republican -spirits were revived, 
however, when they won a special elec- 


Brownell and Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York on the former President and 
the Democratic party as a whole. Even 
those Southerners who were either luke- 
warm or hostile to Truman have risen to 
his defense, have joined the Northern 
Democrats, the solid core of his supporters, 
in demanding that Eisenhower either stop 
the “smears” or be held responsible for 
them. 


Democrats in the East thought they 
found an indication of the Republican— 
and perhaps the Eisenhower—strategy for 
the 1954 congressional campaign in Gov. 
Dewey's recent speech in Hartford, Conn., 
in which he said: 


“Whenever anybody mentions the words 
Truman and Democrat to you for the rest 
of your lives, remember that those words 
are synenymous with Americans dying, 


the same time. Their votes and remarks, 
however, will be scrutinized by the other 
“pros” for signs of their later intentions. 


G.O.P. Leadership Divided. 


In addition to lacking a majority in the 
Senate, Eisenhower has the disadvantage 
of divided party leadership now that Sena- 
tor Taft is gone. Chairman Milliken of 
the Finance Committee is also chairman of 
the Republican Conference; Ferguson of 
Michigan is head of the Policy Committee 
and Knowland of California is the floor 
leader. Between them and the White 
House, as a liaison man, is Vice President 
Nixon, who sits in with the cabinet, the 
National Security Council and other top 
executive policy groups. 

The divided leadership was {illustrated 
this week when Knowland joined with the 


The Democrats did not put up much of 
a fight last session because the White 
House proposed little to fight about. The 
Democrats made political capital of this 
delay by describing the Administration as 
“government by postponement, by com- 
mission and by platitudes.” In the next 
session, there should be something to fight 
about.

Subsidy Instead of Taxes 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Board of Freeholders, in mak- 
ing proposals for a metropolitan 
transit system, seems to be starting 
on a dangerous and hopeless path 
when it assumes that the enterprise 
must continue to pay taxes to the 
various municipal governments. 


Modern mass transportation re- 
quires either large numbers of bus 
drivers or else expensive subway 
and elevated track if it is to furnish 
the speed necessary to compete with 
the private auto. 


In the Boston area, the towns 
subsidize the subway system, rather 
than use it as a source of revenue. 

To avoid metropolitan decay, the 
new agency, if any, must make com- 
mon carrier riding considerably more 
attractive than it is now, which 
means giving generally better serv- 
ice for the money. I’ve seen no sub- 
stantial accusations of actual inef- 
ficiency on the part of the Public 
Service Co., so subsidy ‘or tax re- 
lief) would seem a prerequisite to 
any move to improve service. 


If the Freeholders let the public 
think that urban transportation is 
sort of a schmoo, that can pour rev- 
enue into public treasuries, give 
premium wages and working condi- 
tions to emploves, low fares and lots 
of seats to riders, generous judg- 
ments in questionable damage suits, 
and ow] service to a few carless peo- 
ple in outlying districts, the search 
for a genuine long-run solution will 
be hampered, if not completely 
doomed. 

Foregoing a million dollars of rev- 
enue per year is a real sacrifice for 
St. Louis, but the alternative of de- 
cay may be far worse. If the plan 
succeeds in bringing about a “back 
to the bus” movement, money can 
be saved on traffic control and street 
widening. If it succeeds in halting 
the flight of business to the suburbs, 
property values (and taxes) mav rise.

Decisions for 1954 


The New Year of 1954, which is now only three 
days old, will be a year of critical decisions for 
St. Louis, for St. Louis County, and for Mis- 
souri, It will be a year of even more critical de- 
cisions for the Eisenhower Administration and 
the two almost evenly balanced political parties 
in Washington. 

Here, in a series of capsule summaries, are 
these decisions-to-be: 

ST> LOUIS. 

Will this city sink into financial stagnation or 
will it move forward te new achievements? 

The answer will be in the decision on the ex- 
tension of the earnings tax, now due to expire 
April 1. Mayor Tucker and former Mayor Kauf- 
mann have presented St. Louis’s urgent case to 
outstate areas. Now it is up to Gov. Donnelly to 
call a special session of the Missouri Legislature 
so the extension can be granted in ample time. 

ST. LOUIS COUNTY. 

Will St. Louis County make the most of the 
opportunity te bring its public works up to the 
heavy demands placed upon it by its rapidly 
growing population? 

The answer is in the decision on the bond issue 
for $44,732,500, which will be passed on by coun- 
ty voters Feb. 9. Hundreds of county residents 
are now hard at work in a campaign to pass the 
bond issue. But all their work for long overdue 
highways, hospital, public health and sanitation 
improvements, parks and voting machines will 
go for nothing unless the voters approve the 
bond issue at the polls. For the entire St. Louis 
area, the date, Feb. 9, is of crucial importance. 

MISSOURI, 
Will Missouri, without doing anything to ar-

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Scrambling Pensions and Relief 

There are some attractive features to the re- 
vised Social Security set-up proposed by Repub- 
lican Representative Carl T. Curtis of Nebraska. 
For example, it would immediately take in some 
5,000,000 aged persons not now eligible for pen- 
sions. It would also raise minimum montbly pay- 
ments from $25 to $45 a month. 

A free gift of at least $45 a month to 5,000,000 
voters must look attractive te any politician. 
The fact is, however, that the Curtis proposal 
comes close to a breach of contract. 

The old-age pension system — Old Age and 
Survivor Insurance, to use its official name— 
was set up in the first Roosevelt Administration 
on an insurance basis. It calls for specified pay- 
ments by employes and employers at a rate 
scheduled to reach a maximum of 3% per cent 
of earnings up to $3600 a year. Actuaries esti- 
mate that sometime in the 1990s these payments 
will’ have built up a reserve fund well over $100,- 
000,000,000. This fund, replenished constantly by 
current contributions, would always be available 
to meet pension obligations. 

Such circumstances as severe and protracted 
depression or a marked change in the rate of 
population increase would affect the details of 
the established system. But unless tampered 
with, it would remain a contributory insurance 
set-up. It is not, and would not be a device for 
“relief.” Pension payments are not, and would 
not be hand-outs,

The answer will be in whether Missouri takes 
stock of itself, now that the State is a third 
through the new decade, to see what can be 
done to prevent a further drop.

Here is a serious problem call- 
ing for careful, thoughtful analysis and positive 
remedial action. Gov. Donnelly ought to see 
that it gets under way early in the year. 

WASHINGTON. 

Will the Eisenhower Administration be able 
to make good on its promise of a constructive, 
dynamic legislative program at the new session 
of Congress? 

The answer to this question is a combination 
of three major decisions. First, the White House 
itself must decide how-progressive a program it 
wants and how far it will go in working for its 
adoption. Second, Old Guard Republicans in 
Congress must decide how far they will go in 
supporting a President from whom they with- 
held much vital support in the 1953 session. 
Third, the Democratic members must decide 
whether they will again give the President more 
help on many occasions than the Republicans 
or whether they will yield to the election year 
temptation of opposing at times for opposition’s 
sake.

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Prosperity Is Not National 

A five per cent decline in business activity in 
the United States, as widely predicted for 1954, 
does not sound so bad. If it stopped right there, 
this country would still enjoy one of the most 
prosperous years in history. 

But a five per cent decline in this country may 
mean something more drastic to other countries. 
British economists, for example, figure that it 
would mean not a five per cent but a 25 per 
cent drop in British exports to the United States. 
And the raw materials which other countries of 
the sterling bloc send to us would be cut down 
correspondingly, thus impairing the ability of the 
sterling countries to earn the much-needed dol- 
lars with which they buy American exports. 

Facing this prospect, it is small wonder that 
the British commonwealth countries are meeting 
to prepare a common course of action in case of 
a slump in this country. The fact is that Ameri- 
can prosperity is no longer merely a national 
problem. Our welfare is so closely tied in with 
that of the free world at large that even the 
smallest decline here is deeply felt overseas. And 
when the welfare of our allies is affected, that 

« in turn may have new consequences in this 
country. 

So no American can afford to be complacent 
about a “mere” five per cent decline. We need 
to be alert and watchful lest that “mere” five 
per cent set off a chain reaction with worse 
effects. 
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Friendly Words From Malenkov 


Premier Malenkov's exceptionally warm New 
Year’s message to the American people must be 
taken with the customary reserve, but it would 
be a mistake to dust it off as just more Soviet 
propaganda. 

All Soviet statements undoubtedly have a 
propaganda purpose, but the question fs whether 
they have another one as well. 


In this case the significant thing is that the 
Malenkov statement was published inside as well 
as outside the Soviet Union. The full treatment 
given it by Pravda indicates that the Soviet lead- 
ers consider an improvement in relations with 
the West to be actually desirabie, and not mere- 
ly something to talk about for propaganda 
purposes abroad. Otherwise they would not 
permit an improvement in relations to be strong- 
ly advocated within Russia. 


Translating general sentiments of this sort 
into sound and workable interiational agree- 
ments is a large order. Certainly the Western 
world would insist upon specific peaceful deeds 
in advance, as well as iron-clad guarantees of 
international inspection, before it agreed to dis- 
armament in either atomic or conventional 
weapons. 

But Malenkov, while he mentions disarmament, 
does not confine himself to that subject. He 
calls for “first of all” an improvement of re- 
lations “between our two countries,” and he 
pledges Soviet readiness “to do everything pos- 
sible” to facilitate a relaxation of tensions. 

These statements are general, but in present 
circupstances that may be a virtue. They strong- 
ly suggest that the Malenkov government is 
preparing the Soviet people for possible diplo- 
matic agreements in the future. 

The test will come in action—specifically and 
initially, in action at the forthcoming Berlin 
conference on Germany. Moscow has already 
delayed the start of that meeting three weeks, 


a state or local obligation. Washington has made 
contributions to various state relief activities, 
but such payments always have been quite apart 
from Old Age and Survivors Insurance. 

Federal responsibility for a share of the relief 
burden is now generally accepted, but this should 
continue to be a separate matter. Plans such as 
the one advocated by Representative Curtis 
threaten to exhaust the pension reserve. Or if 
not that, they certainly would create a strange 
hybrid form of old-age payments, part of them 
pensions earned by years of contributory pay- 
ments, and part of them unearned grants in aid. 

Both as a cushion against possible economic 
dips and as a sensible provision for old age in a 
country which seems sure to have an ever-increas- 
ing number of old people in its population, ex- 
tension of the pension system should be pushed. 
More people should be taken in. Within sound 
limits, payments should be raised. And restric- 
tions such as the ceiling on earnings of pension- 
ers should be eased. 

But insurance and relief should not be scram- 
bled in one big pot. It is not fair to those who 
already have been paying into the insurance 
fund for years. 
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Vol. 76—That’s Us 

Our readers may have noticed that while our 
last edition of 1953 bore the front-page marking 
of Vol. 106 No. 86, the first edition of 1954 was 
marked Vol. 76 No. 1. Thus between the old 
year and the new, the Post-Dispatch suddenly 
grew 30 volumes younger. 

This sort of accounting is sometimes engaged 
in by women of uncertain age, but not by vener- 
able ladies of 76 years, so our readers deserve 
an explanation.

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A Ground Rule 


Whatever the new year may hold in the way of 
congressional investigations, the time has come 
to establish at least one ground rule on evidence 
relating to espionage or subversive activities. It 
ought to be agreed in advance that you cannot 
prove espionage or subversive activities merely 
by proving that the suspect held certain opinions 
on certain policy matters. 

There has already been a good deal of this. 
The Jenner subcommittee put into its record 
testimony intended to show that Harry Dexter 
please egy Lattimore and Lauchlin Currie all 
opposéd a “sell-out” of China in November of 
1941. Other testimony was intended to show 
that White was subyersive because he once fa- 
vored reducing Germany to a pastoral nation. 

This line of reasoning contains a well estab- 
lished logical fallacy which need not be gone 
into. The absurdity of it can be grasped just by 
noting that the same views which the alleged 
spies at one time held were also held by many 
against whom no such accusation is made. 

Cordell Hull and Franklin D. Roosevelt also 
opposed making a pre-Pearl Harbor deal with 
Japan which would have given the Japanese a 
free hand on the mainland of Asia. Were they 
therefore Soviet agents? 

Winston Churchill at one time reluctantly ac- 
cepted the Morgenthau plan for Germany. Was 
he therefore a subversive character? 

The truth is that the opinions expressed by 
anybody are a very poor guide to his loyalty or 
disloyalty. If subversive activities are to be 
proved, they must be proved by acts, not words. 
Whenever the congressional investigations can 
supply that kind of evidence, they will really 
have something. 
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No Lynchings 

For the second year 1n a row, no lynchings 
were reported in the United States in 1953. Mob 
violence expressions of racism have become so 
rare, indeed, that Tuskegee Institute is aban- 
doning its annual lynching report in favor of a 
“more realistic” index of race relations. 

This may be a negative matter to take satisfac- 
tion in, but the satisfaction is justified neverthe- 
less. To understand why, you need only look at 
the record of lynchings since 1900. 

At the turn of the century, there were 115 
lynchings in a year; in 1901 there. were 130. 
Throughout the first decade lynchings averaged 
88 per year. During the second decade, they aver- 
aged 62. In the '20s the average dropped to 31; 
in the '30s to 13. 

By the ’40s, lynchings had dropped to an aver- 

age of less than four per year, and in the ‘50s 
they seem almost to have disappeared. 
The record has no bearing, of course, on many 
other aspects of community relations, But taken 
strictly as a record of progress in the substitu- 
tion of orderly legal process for mob violence, 
it is something to be proud of.

Business Week 


Most economists, and most business 
men, predicted that the fabulous United 
States business boom of the early 1950s 
would reach its peak in 1953. They 
were right. The peak has come and 
gone on schedule. Most economic in- 
dicators are drifting downward: drifting 
grudgingly, perhaps, but steadily. This 
is the other side of the hill. 

Some business men have been hurt 
already; more will be. But, broadly 
speaking, the trail forks here. One path 
leads straight down into a recession. 
The other ambles downward for a while 
and eventually levels off along a plateau. 
Which way is the United States economy 
headed? 


Some forecasters point to the steeper 
path.\ They fear the economy is com- 
mitted to this path irredeemably. Busi- 
ness, they say, won't be able to reverse 
its present course; it will continue to 
slide down until it fumbles into the 
valley some time next year. 


No one can say flatly that these fore- 
casters are wrong. The workings of 
the postwar economy are still, in large 
part, mysterious. But all the evidence 
now at hand points to an entirely dif- 
ferent prediction for 1954: 


The slide will continue well into the 
year. It will probably be steepest dur- 
ing the first six months, while the pres- 
ent top-heavy inventories of durable 
goods are worked off. But it will never 
get entirely out of hand. It will have 
the earmarks of a planned, orderly 
retreat. It will be, essentially, a read- 
justment from the abnormal levels of 
the boom. 


Start of Readjustment Runs 


At some point during the year, this 
roliing readjustment should taper off. 
The economy will then move along hori- 
zontally, or perhaps even.start climbing 
gently. 


If all business indicators were moving 
downward at the same time, and at 
about the same pace, then the skids 
might indeed be set for a recession. 
They aren’t at the moment. The various 
sectors of the economy are starting their 

eadjustment runs one at a time. 


Some important economic indicators, 
in fact, have remained high; among 
them are personal savings and capital 
expenditures for equipment. These are 
the symptoms of a rolling readjustment 
rather than the beginning of a steep run 
toward recession. 


Perhaps more important than these 
present signs are the predictable factors 
in the future. You can pin a forecast 
for 1954 largely on three decisive eie- 
ments: the Government, business and 
consumers, What these three giants do 
in 1954—barring a new international 
crisis—governs the course of the econ- 
omy. 


200 Billions Salted Away 


United States consumers have 200 
billion dollars salted away in savings. 
That’s the big pot. If business can 
make consumers open the lid, it can 
weather the 1954 dip with little pain. 


Business has done it before. Consum- 
ers were induced to dissave during the 
1949 slump, and their dissaving was the 
strongest force in reversing the down- 
turn. 


The heady prosperity of the past 
decade, and its broad process of income 
redistribution—the steady bunching of 
the poor and rich toward the middle— 
has given these people much of what 
they want. But it has also made them 
want still more. 

The United States consumer has 
moved ahead for so long that he’s no 
longer content to sit still. This in- 
satiable desire for improvement may 


_ well feed another round of United 


States economic growth. 


Business magazine forecasts that decline in economy will taper 
off next year; sees ‘orderly retreat,’ no steep depression; labor 
magazine takes similar view, calls coming period a challenge to 
business men to make the free enterprise system work on its own. 


United Mine Workers Journal 


Forecasts of what we may expect in 
the economy during 1954 offer a rather 
more than usual conflict of opinion run- 
ning the gamut from optimism to pessi- 
mism, but with a wide cross-section 
favoring the middle ground. 

New words are being coined daily to 
describe the situation in commerce, in- 
dustry and finance. Nobody with good 
judgment can buy the words “depres- 
sion” on one hand, or “boom” on the 
other; those are extremes which are 
hardly possible in view of underlying 
factors. 

What {fs agreed on generally by all 
competent economic writers is this: The 
high war and postwar peak has been 
passed and we are now in transition to- 
ward a shift back toward a private en- 
terprise economy, 

Current and immediate future con- 
ditions offer a challenge to business to 
face up tothe harder conditions that 
confront them and really make free 
private enterprise work. Certainly, we 
have heard enough chatter in business 
circles about the wonders of free pri- 
vate enterprise, and now the time has 
come’ for business to demonstrate that 
it means what its spokesmen have been 
saying. 


Quality Goods at Fair Prices 


For about 20 years business has been 
waxing fat on government spending, 
first in the depression period of the 
thirties, then in prewar and war spend- 
ing, and in postwar and cold war de- 
fense and foreign aid outlays in vast 
amounts. The extent of this govern- 
mental spending may be gauged by not- 
ing that the public debt rose from little 
more than 22 billion dollars in 1933 to 
266 billion dollars in 1953. 

Corporate profits for this year are 
close to setting a new record (‘before 
taxes) of 45 billion dollars, and, even 
after the tax bite, there will still be 
almost 21 billion dollars left, second 
only to the high net of 23 billion in 
1950. So there is no conceivable reason 
for business to take to the storm cellars. 

All business men have to do is to act 
again like business men by producing 
quality goods at fair prices for the big- 
gest consuming market in the world. 
Individual consumers are estimated to 
hold $200 billion in cash or cash-equiva- 
lent assets, lending institutions are 
sound and liquid, the working popula- 
tion is still at a record level of 62,000.- 
000 on payrolls, despite the declines in 
recent months. 


New Year of Opportunity 


Other favorable underlying factors 
tending to maintain purchasing power 
are unemployment compensation, pen- 


sions and similar social security benefits 


from government and private sources, 
and widespread union contracts’ which 
would prevent any sharp wage-slashing 
program by short-sighted business men 
who can’t see the woods for the trees. 
Many of these factors were not in ex- 
istence in previous recession periods. 

Business must be *warned, however, 
that it cannot expect to achieve and 
maintain a free enterprise economy at 
a high level of activity and at the same 
time attack organized labor through 
such destructive devices as are con- 
tained in the Taft-Hartley Act and 
state statutes. 

It is highly disturbing to read recently 
of reappearance of the labor spy racket 
with the ugly implication that business 
is getting ready to go back to the era 
of the jungle in labor relationships. 

All in all, there is ground for a con- 
servative optimistic attitude in the 
year ahead providing business men ac- 
cept their responsibilities and face the 
future with confidence and courage in- 
stead of whimpering that “all is lost’’ 
just because of some cutbacks in gov- 
ernment spending. : 

So, let's welcome 1954 as a new year 
of opportunity!

Both Sides Offended. 

No administration has ever 
found a way to reconcile these 
opvosing arguments. 

Up to now, officials here claim 
that the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion has been friendlier to the 
Arabs than the Roosevelt and 
Truman administrations were. 

What the Republicans have 
done thus far to help the Arabs, 
however, has been both too little 
to suit the Arabs and too much 
to suit the Jews, and has there- 
fore offended both. 

United States policy on the 
Syrian-Israeli crisis has had 
just such consequences. The lat- 
est defeat for American policy 
came in the United Nations Se- 
curity Council Tuesday. The 
council failed once again to 
agree on a settlement of the 
Syrian-Israeli crisis, precipita- 
ted when the Israeli began a 
water diversion project on the 
Jordan river in the demilitarized 
zone along the Syrian border 
last September. Tuesday's ses- 
sion was the fourteenth which 
the counci] has devoted to the 
issue, but the members found 
themselves no nearer a solution 
than before, and succeeded only 
in agreeing to take up the prob- 
lem again some time between 
Jan. 7 and Jan, 15. 

Syria claims that the Israeli 
water diversion project would, if 
completed, change the essential 
characters of the demilitarized 
zone. Among other things, they 
say, it would enable the Jews to 
divert all the water of the Jor- 
dan to their own use. 

Arab Argumenis. 

This, in turn, would have {wo 
disastrous consequences for 
Syria, the Arabs argue: First, it 
would deprive the Arabs of Jor- 
dan water for irrigation, power 
and other purposes; second, it 
would eliminate the Jordan ?¢ a 
natural barrier between Syria 
and Israel and thus: make Jewish 
aggression easier. 

Under the Palestine truce 
terms, Syria contends Syrian 
consent is required for making 
any changes of more than local 
importance in the demilitarized 
zone, and, since no such consent 
has been—or will be forthcom- 
ing, the Israeli project violates 
the truce. 

Syria, accordingly, protested 
against the project to Maj. Gen. 
Vagn Bennicke, the Danish of- 
ficer now serving as chief of 
staff of the U.N. Palestine Truce 
Supervisory Commission, and 
Gen. Bennicke on Sept. 
called on the Israeli to stop work 
unless and until they could get 
the Syrians to agree to it. Israel 
defied Bennicke. 

The Jews said they were will- 
ing to discuss the issue with 
him, but they denied that Syria 
had any rights in the matter, 
declined to discuss it with the 
Syrians and went ahead with 
their work. . ¢ 

At this juncture, the United 
States intervened. Washington 
announced that it considered 
Israel was acting in defiance of 
the. U.N. and that economic aid 
to Israel would be withheld as 
long as the Jews continued to 
do 80. 


Protests. 
This produced results. It gave 


some satisfaction to the Arabs. 


pave the way for a settlement of 
the Syrian-Israeli crisis. 

Among other things, the reso- 
lution “requests and authorizes 
the chief of staff (BennickeS to 
explore possibilities of recon- 
ciling the interests involved in 
this dispute, including rights in 
the demilitarized zone and full 
satisfaction of existing irrigation 
rights at all season, and to take 
such steps as he may deem ap- 
propriate to effect a reconcilia- 
tion, having in view the de- 
velopment of the natural re- 
sources affected in a just and 
orderly manner for the general 
welfare.” 


A Hoax to Arabs. 


To a dispassionate eye, this 
resolution may sound impartial 
-—United States officials claim 
it is, in fact, impartial—but to 
the Arabs the resolution is a 
cruel hoax. ~° 

As the Arabs see it, the reso- 
lution ignores the merits of the 
dispute and treats the Israeli 
offenders with the same tender 
regard that it treats their Syrian 
victims. It leaves the door open 
for a “settlement” which would 


‘allow the Israeli to go ahead 


with their project, or at least 
with some other project which 
would serve much the same pur- 
poses. It gives Bennicke powers 
to deal with the issue which can 
properly be exercised only by 
the Security Council itself. And 
it would enable the United 
States to bring pressure to. bear 
secretly on Bennicke to settle 
the dispute in favor of the 
Israeli, 

In the Arab view, the net ef- 
fect of the resolution and the 
granting of the $26,250,000 credit 
to Israel thus is likely to be to 
enable the Jews to have their 
cake and eat it too—to complete 
their water diversion project and 
to get American money as well. 
| The Arabs are equally suspi- 
cious of other acts of policy by 
the Eisenhower Administration 
which officials here point to as 
proving that the United States 
is now being friendlier to the 
Arabs than before. 

The most important of these 
acts are: 

1. The United States strongly 
condemned the Israeli raid on 
Kibya and two other Jordanian 
villages the night of Oct. 14-15, 
when 53 Arabs were killed and 
more than 40 houses destroyed. 

2. Washington has sponsored 
a “TVA-type™ program for the 
development of the resources of 
the Jordan valley which, if car- 
ried out, will benefit two Arab 
states—Syria and Jordan—more 
than it will help Israel. 

3. The Administration last 
year asked for and obtained con- 
gressional appropriations for 
both economic and military aid 
for Arab states. 

This is the first time Congress 
has voted funds for these forms 
of assistance to the Arabs. 
American aid to Arab states had 
= byword been limited to Point 

our technical assistance. 

Congress last year appropri- 


23 ated a total of $135,000,000 for 


economic aid to be shared by the 
Arabs, Israeli and Iran, and 
$40,000,000 to be divided be- 
tween the Arabs and Israel. 

The Arabs find these acts of 
policy less than convincing. 

None of Aid Granted. 

None of the economic and 
military aid promised the Arab 
states has yet been actually 
granted, they point out—in con- 
trast to the assistance pledged 
to the Israeli, which is already 
being made available. - 

The Jordan “TVA” project is 
also only a promise, or only a 
dream, thus far, the Arabs say. 
The project as now planned 
would, moreover, benefit the Is- 
raeli as well as the Arabs; it

Simpler Treaty Favored.

FORMER PRISONER 
TELLS OF 500,000 IN 
RED SLAVE CAMPS 


BERLIN, Jan. 2 (UP)—A tall 
Austrian nobleman who worked 
behind German lines as a war- 
time British agent has returned 
from Russia with one of the 
most detailed stories of Russian 
slave labor camps ever made 
public. 

Count Robert von Butlar- 
Brandenfels, who was kidnaped 
by the Russians from West Ber- 
lin in 1948, said 500,000 slave 
laborers work in the Vorkuta 
mines, a 200-square-mile area 
containing 60 slave camps in 
the northern Ural mountains. 

Forty of the camps serve the 
coal mines and the others road 
gangs and building projects in 
the frozen tundra around the 
sixty-eighth parallel, he said. 

“Conditions in the mines are 
horrible,” he said. 

The count said he was given 
a job in the central administra- 
tion of the Vorkuta mining 
trust.

Chou En- 
lai, the premier and foreign 
minister, told them Chinese 
churches must receive no oute- 
side aid and no foreign mission- 
aries would be admitted to 
China. 

Protestant churches were 
classed by the new regime as 
“progressive elements capable 
of reform,” and most Chinese 
Protestant leaders decided to 
“bend with the wind of revolu- 
tionary change.” 

Protestant seminaries have 
been combined into three insti- 
tutions where the curriculum 
now includes large doses of 
Communist theory and interpre- 
tation of history. 

It is too early to judge the 
extent to which this outward 
conformity with the activities of 
the new regime has subverted 
the spiritual content of Chinese 
Protestant Christianity.

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New Deal

HE phrase “New Deal” is 
T 2 appropriately applied 
to Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
first administration, when, in- 
deed, pretty nearly everything 
in the government was new— 
the officials, the programs, the 
acceptance of national respon- 
sibility for national problems. 
It was in this period that were 
born the TVA, the Social Se- 
curity program, the guarantee 
of collective bargaining, and 
many other measures that are 
still with us. It is this period, 
too, that is covered by the first 
of three projected volumes of 
the diary of Secretary Ickes. 
So intensely .unreflective 
and self-centered is the diary 
that the historians of the New 
Deal may be a little disap- 
pointed in it. Ickes was Pub- 
lic Works Administrator and, 


for a time, Administrator of 
the Oil Code unddr t Na- 
tional Industrial “Recovery 


Act. As far as he was con- 
cerned, these matters were 
all-important, and his diary 
gives barely a passing mention 
to the other great programs 
that were developing in those 
years. From this volume, fur- 
thermore, one would hardly 
even realize that he was Sec- 
retary of the Interior, for al- 
though he frequently de- 
scribes himself as an ardent 
conservationist, the substance 
of the Department of the In- 
terior’s work gains only casual 
notice. 


* * * 


HIS book does give to his- 
T orians, political scient- 
ists, and general readers 
an important insight into two 
central qualities of Washing- 
ton life. The first is the size 
of the job and the weight of 
the responsibility that lies on 
the shoulders of our national 
officials. The problems of 20 
years ago were not the same 
as those that exist today, but 
they did demand the very 
best efforts of devoted men 
and women. There was no 
talk of a “team” (although 
Mr. Roosevelt often described 
himself as a “quarterback”) 
and certainly, in’ the Cabinet 
and elsewhere, there was pre- 
cious little teamwork; but in- 
dividuals like Ickes labored 
gigantically, each in his own 
neck @f the woods, and some- 
how a patchwork program 
emerged and gained resound- 
ing popular indorsement. 
Ickes’s days were real and 
earnest, and his diary is full 
of such remarks as “I hardly 
slept at all, the Virgin Islands 
business was working on my 
subconsciousness” . “I was 
nearly dead when I got home.” 
He noticed the strain on oth- 
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ers, too, as when he wrote in 
early 1936: “Henry Wallace 
looks 15 years older than when 


he entered the Cabinet. To- 
day his face was really 
haggard.” 


The second major theme 
relates to the struggle for 
power inside the Govern- 
ment. Much of Ickes’s exhaus- 
tion stemmed from his ef- 
forts to obtain control of func- 
tions which had been assigned 
to agencies other thin Interior 
or Public Works. Sometimes, 
as in his clash with Harry 
Hopkins over work rvlief, real 
differences of policy were in- 
volved.

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HERE is.a lively account 
T of the 1936 campaign, 
which in Ickess eyes, 
seems to have been largely a 
personal grudge fight with 
William Randolph Hearst. 
And it is interesting to learn 
that Henry Wallace was most 
dubious about recognizing Rus- 
sia, and that Attorney General 
Cummings urged packing the 
Supreme Court two full years 
before the court reorganiza- 
tion bill was introduced. 
Usually by repeated refer- 
ences, rather than _— swift 
strokes of an acid pen, the 
Ickes diary provides us with 
a storehouse of personal por- 
traits or, perhaps, caricatures. 
Secretary Morgenthau, who 
was closer to the President 
than Ickes was, is a special 
victim: some day it will be in- 
teresting to see what Morgen- 
thau, allegedly an even more 
voluminous diarist,. was writ- 
ing at the same time about 
Ickes.

NOTHER- Cabinet col- 
A resexs who often irritated 
Ickes, but nevertheless 
saved his job for him, was 
Frances Perkins. “She talks in 
a perfect torrent,” he wrote; 
“I was annoyed by her gar- 
rulity.” But in May, 1936, 
Ickes found himself losing his 
fight to control all public 
spending for construction, and 
bitterly decided to resign. At 
the end of a Cabinet meeting 
at which he had been “pub- 
licly spanked” by the Preti- 
dent, he marched up to Roose- 
velt’s chair. Miss Perkins, 
however, got there ahead of 
him, ignored his frantic sig- 
nals, and kept on talking to 
the President until Ickes 
angrily departed. Her intui- 
tion and her understanding of 
Roosevelt told her that if 
Ickes had begun arguing at 
that heated moment, his res- 
ignation would have been ac- 
cepted on the spot. As it was, 
Ickes later resigned by letter 
and the President, his good 
humor restored, gaily refused 
to accept the resignation. 
Much the fullest portrait is 
that of F.D.R. Knowledge and 
hunch, evasiveness and can- 
dor, toughness and. gentle 
thoughtfulness — all of these 
are shown here. Recorded, 
too, is the occasional bitter- 
ness which a President must 
cause, because he must think 
of the whole forest and some- 
times thwart a subordinate’s 
plams for his own particular 
trees.

N these days when the 
| Proviems of the nature and

Surprisingly the story of 
evolution itself—perhaps the 
grandest story the human mind 
has ever conceived—has not 
been retold for the lay public 
in many years. Yet in the 
time since the great debates 
of the late nineteenth century 
established the fact of evolu- 
tion in the public mind, our 
understanding of the mecha- 
nism by which evolution works 
has taken great strides for- 
ward. 


The need has however now 
been superbly filled with a 
book called 
Fossils." The author, Ruth 
Moore, is a former St. Louisan 
who received her A.B. and 


A.M. degrees from Washing- 
ton University, the latter in 
1931.

G. JUNG has long ago 
¢ ceased to be a controver- 
@sial figure in psycho- 
analytic circles, and the reason 
perhaps is to be found in this 
quotation taken from the pres- 
ent volume: “I cannot accept 
that point of view which sup- 
presses certain possible work- 
ing hypothesis because they 
may not be valid forever or 
because they may be errone- 
ous.” On the other hand he 
has remained an -interesting 
figure, the author of such def- 
initions as “Life is a disease 
with a very bad prognosis, it 
lingers on for years to end 
with death.” But how long 
can you have brilliance sustain 
an erroneous hypothesis? 

To say that “Psychological 
Reflections” is an anthology 
from the writings of C. G. 
Jung is really not quite cor- 
rect. Rather the book con- 
sists of quotations and ex- 


cerpts, not exceeding one para- 
graph in length, from his var- 
ied writings. The weakness of 
such a collection is that it 
gives no consistent viewpoint 
nér enough information to in- 
form the reader about a sub- 
ject. But it does serve to 
point up the mystical ap- 
proach of Jung to psychiatry 
and the amazing scope of his 
learning as he roams through 
such subjects as The Pri- 
mordial Image, Dreams, The 
Way to God, Faith, Death and 
Renewal. For the _ fanatic 
coterie of Jung readers (young 
and not afreud, to steal a pun 
from Finnegan’s Wake), this 
should be a most welcome 
book since every paragraph 
is indexed to show the source 
and page number of the quo- 
tation.

HE railroading of yester- 
Tew is long gone, with last 

vestiges removed by diesel- 
ization but thanks to this book 
the tall tales and rich lore 
that went with developing 
America with the Iron Horse 
will be around in one place 
as a light but fascinating re- 
minder of the past. 

A good part of it relates 
facts, as in the case of the 
special train chartered in 
1905 by Death Valley Scotty 
for a fabulous run, for the 
times, from Los Angeles to 
Chicago. Not only is there a 
thorough account of the do- 
ings of Casey Jones—this one, 
the original by Carton J. Cor- 
liss—but there are pages 
about Casey’s fireman, too. 

From the nomadic wander- 
ings of the boomers to death- 
by the Johnstown flood to 
the “wickedest city In Ameri- 
ca” during building of the 
Union Pacific, it’s all there 
for posterity. Since the book 
is an anthology of the tops of 
each type over the years by 
all best-known rail writers, it 
represents quite an astound- 
ing collection. 

Abounding as it does with 
adventure, humor, pathos and 
history in the raw, it is incon- 
ceivable that there shouldn't 
be something in some of the 
pages for everyone. It is, in 
fact, possibly the best rail 
book of general interest ever 
published.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 2 (AP)— 
The McCarran-Walter immigra- 
tion law is just a year old, but 
the angry controversy over it 
shows no sign of abating. 


New lines over the issue of 
its repeal or drastic revision are 
being drawn in advance of the 
return of Congress Wednesday. 

Charges of racial discrimina- 
tion and hardship continue to 
be leveled at operation of the 
law. 

With one year elapsed since 
the McCarran-Walter Act went 
on the statute books, it is pos- 
‘sible to sum up in an incom- 
plete way the law’s operations 
in its essential terms—those of 
the people involved. 

Two Main Developments. 

Two of the main developments 
are marked increases both in 
new arrivals in the United 
States and in deportations on 
grounds of undesirability. 

Under the act's stringent re- 
Strictions against subversives 
and undesirables, deportations 
increased 26 per cent in the 
first 10 months of 1953 over 
the comparable period in 1952. 
In that period, 22,683 persons 
|were ousted from the country 
| compared to 17,965 in 1952. 
Many more persons left the 
| United States voluntarily after 
| deportation proceedings were 
| instituted by the government but 
before any final decision was 
reached. 

This form of deportation un- 
der fire—as contrasted with 
actual forced deportation—rose 
65 per cent during the first 10 
months of 1953 over the previ- 
ous year. The figure rose to 
1,044,027 compared to 631,143 
in 1952. 

Quotas Increase 6 Per Cent. 

At the same time, quota im- 
migration increased 6 per cent. 
Total immigration—attributed to 
all sources, including special 
legislation affecting individuals 
and groups—is estimated to be 
up 20 per cent or more. 

Thirteen former Communists 
were among those admitted to 
America thus far in 1953. 

This unusual feature of the 
law’s operations arises from 
what is termed the “redemption” 
portion of the act. Special pro- 
vision is allowed those who de- 
fect from subversive ideologies, 
granting entry to the United 
States to those who can prove 
they have deserted and have 
actively opposed their former 
cause for at least five years. 

While immigration showed an 


‘increase this year, 
| under quotas was still far short | 


immigration 


of the numbers assigned the | 
various nations. 
Quota 54 Pct. Filled. 

Only 54 per cent of the annual 
immigration quota of 154,657 
was filled during the year which 
ended June 30. The unfilled 
quotas were principally from 
western and northern Europe— 
Great Britain, northern Ireland, 
Ireland and Sweden showing the 
least relative interest in Amer- 
ica’s shores. Great Britain and 
northern Ireland, for example, 
claimed only 24,219 of the 65,361 
quota numbers allowed them. 


Generally, northern European 
| countries have the largest quotas. 

There was no quota immigra- 
tion’ from the countries of south- 


ern and eastern Europe—a point 
of criticism by those who con- 
tend the law was designed to 
discriminate against people of 
this region. 

One reason is that quotas from 
southern and eastern European 
countries have been mortgaged 
for years in advance under ad- 


missions provided by the 1948 
Displaced Persons Act. 

A sidelight on the operation 
of the law is apparent relief 
from congestion at Ellis Island, 
historic haven of newcomers to 
America.

The McCarran-Walter Act, 
properiy called the Immigration 
and Nationality Law, was a year 
old Dec. 24. It was enacted in 
June, 1952, over former Presi- 
dent Truman’s veto, wrapping in 
one comprehensive statute all 
United States laws relating to 
immigration, naturalization and 
nationality. 

The bitterest attacks have 
been made on the law’s reten- 
‘tion of the quota system of lim- 
‘iting admissions by numbers, 
‘and the “national origin” prin- 
‘ciple first set forth by Congress 
in 1924.

Boom Begins 


Slowing Down in West Germany 


Bonn Having Trouble Collecting Foreign 
. Trade Debts, Has Problem of Deciding 
Whether to Curtail Exports.

Bonn, Jan. 2—The great West 
German economic boom is slow- 
ing down. 

As 1954 begins, the West 
Germans can easily lay claim to 
having made themselves again 
the leading economic force on 
the European continent. 

They have accomplished this 
despite the almost total ruin of 
their cities and industries less 
than eight years ago, and despite 
Russian and Polish control of 
great German industrial wealth 
east of the Elbe since the war. 

The phenomenal revival of 
the West German economy un- 
der these conditions now ap- 
pears to have reached and passed 
its peak. A series of new prob- 
lems has arisen. 

Foreign Trade Surplus. 

The most obvious offe is that 
the West Germans, in the course 
of their remarkable world-wide 
export drive in the last three 
years, have piled up a foreign 
trade credit surplus of about 
$1,000,000,000. 

Offering high-quality goods on 
every continent, and frequently 
running rings around’ British 
competitors, the Germans have 
overextended themselves. They 
find that'they have, in effect, 
become unwilling international 


creditors on a great scale. They 
have a wide variety of more or 
less frozen credits on their hands 
in country after country. 

Under these circumstances, it 
is a problem whether to continue 
with aggressive export schemes. 
A further increase in the sur- 
plus would have an inflationary 
effect in Germany. On the other 
hand, to curtail the export drive 
sharply might have equally 
harmful domestic results. 

Demand for Buildings. 

There is still an immense do- 
mestic demand for new con- 
struction. The devastation from 
bombings is still a shocking 
sight in most German cities. 

Second, West Germany is one 
of the few countries that can 
point to a drop in the cost of 
living index (3 per cent) in 1953 
accompanied by an increase in 
popular income (5 per cent). 

Savings are at a high level. 
It is hoped to compensate for 
an expected drop in capital 
goods production by boosting a 
broad range of consumption in 
the semi-luxuries class through- 
out the country. This effort 
should meet with success, since 
the immense losses in personal 
property during the war are 
still far from recuperated. 

Thus, there is little uneasi- 
ness about the coming year.

To strike the national origin 
principle from the law, 31 mem- 
bers of the House and Senate 
led by Senator Lehman (Dem.), 
New York, have sponsored a 
new bill.

It would 
give.other preferences to skilled 
persons, aliens seeking political 
asylum, and those whose admis- 
sion was found to be in the 
national interést.

POLICE LACK CLUES 
IN TEACHER'S KILLING 


His Woman Companion Is 
Questioned Further About 
Mysterious Assailant. 


Deputy sheriffs at Belleville 
and Illinois state police trying 
to solve the mysterious shooting 
of a young school teacher were 
hampered last night by lack of 
clues. The victim, Edgar Allen 
Schaefer, was shot to death early 
yesterday shortly after he and 
his girl friend, Miss Gay Odom, 
stopped at a picnic area beside 
U.S. Highway 50 near Lebanon. 


They had been to a movie, and 
Schaefer, a physical education 
instructor at the Mascoutah grade 
school, was driving Miss Odom 
back to her home at New Baden. 


Schaefer, 26 years old, and 
Miss Odom, 19, had been keep- 
ing company for four months, 
she said. Authorities questioned 
her just after she reported the 
shooting, and learned only that 
the assailant was a man, and 
that he jumped down a 30-foot 
railroad embankment near the 
seene of the shooting. 

Officers examined the ground 
at the bottom of the embank- 
ment and decided that the gun- 
man landed on his arms and legs 
and must be marked by 
scratches. The officers brought 
Miss Odom to Belleville for fur- 
ther questioning yesterday, in 
the hope that after a rest she 
might recall some detail that 
would help in the search for the 
assailant. 

Schaefer was killed by one .22 
caliber bullet through the chest. 

Miss Odom said she and 
Schaefer had been parked only 
about 10 minutes when a man 
with a flashlight appeared on 
Schaefer's side. Schaefer opened 
‘the door and as he stepped out 
of the car he was shot, she re- 
lated. 

Miss Odom ran to a nearby 
farmhouse and called state po- 
lice. Six cars of policemen and 
deputy sheriffs rushed to the 
scene and started a search but 
found no immediate trace of the 
gunman. —

| Taxes Collected Totaled 


4 Billions—Assets of 
Agency Now $18,- 
800,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 (UP) 
The Social Security administra- 
tion announced today that 5,970,- 
000 persons drew old-age and 
survivor benefits in 1953, almost 
double the figure in 1950 when 
Congress expanded the program. 


It said also in a yearend re- 
port that tax contributions to the 
fund—by employer and employe 
—last year were four billion dol- 
lars as against three billion in 
disbursements and $90,000,000 
for administrative expenses. 


Total assets of the agency's re- 
serve fund on Dec. 31 were $18,- 
800,000,000. This included $400,- 
000,000 in interest on funds in- 
vested in United States Govern- 
ment bonds. 


Greater Coverage Proposed. 


Release of the figures coin- 
*cided with a drive in Congress 
to bring 10,000,000 more persons 
—farmers, self-employed and 
others—under coverage of the 
Social Security Act. 


Before this issue is fought out, 
however, Congress must decide 
whether the 42 per cent social} 
security tax increase, which be- 
came effective on employers and 
employes yesterday, should be 
postponed until next Jan. 1. 

The increase raised ta 2 per 
cent each the tax on both em- 
ployer and employe. President 
Eisenhower wants a _ postpone- 
ment and it is expected to be one 
of the first orders of business 
when the second session of Con~ 
gress opens Jan. 6. 


The Social Security Adminise 
tration said that as of Dec. 31, 
nearly 3,250,000 retired men and 
women workers, aged 65 or past, 
were receiving monthly benefit 
payments. This was an increase 
of almost 600,000 over 1952. 


More than 885,000 wives and 
dependent husbands 65 or over, 
or wives with minor children 
in their care, received benefits,

Violinist to Zoo Keeper

LETCHER REYNOLDS, twin- 

kling-eyed director of the 

Cleveland Zoo, offers positive 
proof that “music hath charms 
to soothe the savage breast.” 


When angry roars rage through 
the lion house, Reynolds can 
sometimes quiet the tumult by 
tucking a violin under his chin 
and gently serenading the caged 
beasts with classical music. 


“They might prefer jazz or 
popular stuff,” the zoo director 
apologizes, “but I’m afraid I 
didn’t master any of that when 
I was a concert soloist.” 


In his own words, Reynolds is 
a “most unusual critter”—a pro- 
fessional violinist turned animal 
expert, He feels equally at ease 
wearing a tuxedo in an ornate 
concert hall or battling through 
a tropical jungle in quest of zoo 
specimens. His career has been 
as bouncy and discordant as a 
madman’s musical medley, with 
one element of cohesion: A con- 
stant interest in wild life. .- 


Perhaps the boy’s bent was 
apparent when young Fletcher, 
at a tender age, acquired a pet 
coyote. He was contemplating 
getting another and trying to 
raise coyotes commercially, when 
the pet escaped from his Ashe- 
ville, N.C., home and invaded a 
neighbor's chicken yard. The 
coyote decapitated 100 hens be- 
fore its depredation was discov- 
ered. 


The irate neighbor stormed 


over to the Reynolds home to 
report the incident. “Some- 
body’s going to pay for those 
chickens,” he stormed. 

Paul Reynolds, Fletcher's 
father, nodded. “Of course,” he 
agreed. ‘‘Where’s the coyote?” 

“Why, I shot it,” the neighbor 
Said. 

Now the elder Reynolds shout- 
ed indignantly. “What?” he de- 
manded. “You shot that valu- 
able animal? Well, brother, 
you're going to pay for it—or 
you'll have a fancy lawsuit on 
your hands.” : 

Young Fletcher cowered in the 
background, listening intently as 
the two adults yelled back and 
forth, finally compromising with 
an agreement that no one would 
pay for the chickens, and no one 
would pay for the coyote. The 
boy didn’t realize until years 
later that his dad had outbluffed 
the neighbor. But a solid idea 
had taken root in his mind: wild 
animals are worth money.

HE thought stayed there dur- 
T ing the four years he studied 

at the Cincinnati Conserva- 
tory of Musie. His parents were 
proud when he mounted the con- 
cert stage and went on tour at 
the munificent salary of $100 a 
week. They didn’t know that, as 
he traveled about the nation, 
giving violin concerts, Fletcher 
was spending as much time visit- 
ing zoos as he was practicing en- 
cores. 


Reynolds was a liberal spend- 
er. After a year of concert 
tours, he came home broke. His 
father, well aware that the boy 
had been coaxed into a musical 
career by his family, asked 
bluntly: “Do you think you can 
do any better as a violinist?”

Indian elephants into a perform- 
ing troupe, and added bear ard 
pony acts for the entertainment 
of his guests.

A few hours later, Candler ac- 
costed his menagerie manager. 
“Reynolds,” he said, “I’ve got 
news for you. You haven't got a 
job any more. I'm getting rid of 
these animals. I'll give them 
away if I have to.” 

He did. Dynamite blasts 
wrecked the cages. Reynolds and 
his violin were on the move 
again. 

Trying to find another occupa- 
tion, Reynolds took a depression 
whirl at selling real estate in 
Asheville. He was glad to drop 
it to become superintendent of 
the Frank Buck Enterprises me- 
nagerie at Amityville, N. Y. 


Then another telephone call 
from Benson changed his life. 
“Say,” the animal dealer said, 
“the biggest deal in history is 
on. You're going to work for 
Billy Rose.” 

Rose, the diminutive show- 
man with gigantic ideas, had de- 
cided to produce his super- 
colossal “Jumbo,” the story of a 
circus. He knew what he wanted 
—a cast of 300 animals, and each 
had to toe the mark. Rose didn’t 
recognize anything as, impos- 
sible. He wanted zebras, elk and 
zebus broken to harness. Rey- 
nolds amazed himself by doing 
it.

with his animals at New York’s 
giant Hippodrome. When the 
show closed, he decided to stick 
with the animal business. 


There was a job open as di- 
rector of the Toledo Zoo, but 
only residents of the city were 
eligible. Reynolds went to work 
as a Toledo laborer before win- 
ning appointment as curator of 
mammals and reptiles. Four 
years later, when he hadn't been 
promoted to director, he began 
casting around for another berth. 
He mentioned his problem to 
Harold T. Clark, wealthy Cleve- 
land lawyer and zoo enthusiast.

Oré., in a competitive civil 
service examination, he called 
Clark. 


“Don’t go out there,” Clark 
snapped. “Be in my office to- 
morrow morning instead.” 

Clark convened a special ses- 
sion of the trustees of the Cleve- 
land Museum of Natural History, 
which operates the Brookside 
Zoo. They hired Reynolds as di- 
rector. 

Reynolds found a rundown 
zoological park with about 500 
animals. He began trading and 
bluffing his way to the present 
1000 animal collection. 


W HEN Reynolds won a job as 


One of his fortes was jaguar 


trading. The zoo began produc- 
ing a crop of six baby jaguars a 
year. It also came up with a 
number of lion, leopard and 
tiger cubs. Reynolds traveled 
about the country, swapping the 
babies for surplus animals from 
other zoos. 


He didn’t stop at the conti- 
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nental limits, taking oceanic 
jaunts to dicker with zoo direc- 
tors at London, Paris, Helsinki, 
Hamburg, Rome, Rotterdam, 
Antwerp and Tokyo, too. 


Reynolds thought it would be 
a good idea to send an expedi- 
tion to Africa to bring back ani- 
mals for his zoo, but where 
would the money come from? 
That problem was solved by a 
pre-season benefit game by the 
Cleveland Browns football team. 
It raised $25,000 for the expe- 
dition. 

Reynolds traveled from Cape- 
town to Cairo, through the Con- 
go and the Sahara. He brought 
back 100 animals, including four 
baby gorillas—mostly purchased 
from natives and professional 
collectors. 


Back in Cleveland, one of the 
baby gorillas refused to eat. It 
sickened, and was dying. 


“Daddy,” suggested Reynolds's 
daughter, Nancy, “why don’t you 
go in the cage and eat with him 
—the way you got us kids to eat 
when we were little?” 


Reynolds tried it, and the trick 
worked. He also gained about 
10 pounds munching roast beef 
with the jungle beast. 


* + * 


INGER, the gorilla, didn’t 
(jaispiay much appreciation for 

Reynolds’s musical renditions. 
But his fiddling brought delight- 
ed purrs—sometimes—from such 
caged creatures as King and 
Queen, the zoo’s reigning lions, 
and a sleepy cheetah appropri- 
ately named Cheetah. 


“My playing seems to soothe 
the animals when they’re upset,” 
Reynolds averred. “Maybe I 
ought to brush up and go back 
on the concert stage. 


“Anyhow, that’s what I think 
when they calm down and listen. 
But when they give me a ter- 
rible growl—well, then I’m con- 
vinced that I chose the right 
career for Fletcher Reynolds.” 


Reynolds, who places a price 
tag on all of his animals, notes 
that his violin is worth about 
$600, as compared with $1200 
to $1800 for a camel, $5000, for 
an 1l-pound gorilla, $3500 for a 
baby elephant, $900 for a tiger 
cub and $2000 for an adult, 
$1500 for a zebra, $3500 for a 
baby orang utan, $15 to $30 a 
foot for a boa constrictor, and 
$50 to $1000 for a lion. 

“I did pretty well buying 
jaguars for a buck apiece in 
Honduas,” he chuckled. “But 
that was a long time ago. Those 
natives are a lot smarter now, 
and the prices are up.” 


One of Reynolds’ sons, Ralph, 
29 years old, now operates a 
chain of restaurants in Toledo. 
Nancy, 21, is studying to be- 
come a teacher. The other son, 
Fletcher Jr., 16, plans to follow 
in his father’s footsteps—as a 
zoo director, not a concert vio- 
linist.

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Hog Butchering Day 
Down on the Farm 


By Leonard Hall 


OSSUM TROT. is a grass and cattle farm, so that we 

P con" raise enough corn or other grain for hogs to be 

a profitable part of the commercial program. Yet 

+ there is generally a bit of extra milk and enough grain 
so that we can fatten a 
porker or two for our own 
use. Along in the fall we 
buy three or four “shotes” 
in partnership with Matt 
Jarvis, who works for us. 
These are fed until they 
weigh just about 200 
pounds, which is the ideal 
size for family use and 
doesn’t make too much 
lard. Just what the eco- 
= nomics of it would be, if 
it were figured out to a 
gnat’s heel, is hard to say. 
But we do know that we 
enjoy our own  sugar- 
cured, hickory smoked 
hams, shoulders and ba- 
con; while fresh sausage 
flavored to taste, spare- 
ribs and tender pork roasts 
“are all mighty fine eating.

Butchering day is a gala occasion. We try to 
pick a time when the weather is cool enough to 
chill out the carcasses safely, yet not so bitterly 
cold and windy that the work becomes an unpleas- 
ant chore. Everything is made ready the day 
beforehand; and since Matt and I butcher to- 
gether, we call in our neighbor Harry Russell to 
help. ; With three of us working, the hogs are hung 
up by noon, ready to be cut up the next day. First 
of all, a scaffold for hanging is rigged up, out in 
the shelter of the big machine shed where we'll be 
protected from the wind. Near this we back the 
wagon into position for a scraping table. With 
the sideboards removed, it is just the right size 
and height. The scalding barrel is braced against 
a back wheel of the wagon and a big pile of wood 
is cut for the fires that heat the scalding water. 

x & -& 
@ TWO BIG BLACK KETTLES on wrought iron stands 
serve for heating the water and these are brought out and 
made ready. Fortunately there’s a spigot from the well 
close by, so we don't have to “pack our water from the 
spring branch,” as was common in the old days. An old 
tub full of wood ashes is set beside the scalding kettle 
so that a few handfuls can be added to the water when 
needed. There is just enough lye in the ashes to help 
serve as a cleaning agent to remove the scurf, while it 
also seems to make the hair slip easier. All the knives 
are sharpened to a fine edge and set out on the wagon-bed, 
with a whetstone handy to keep them honed up. Wash 
tubs are scalded out and dish pans made ready to hold 
the hearts, livers and other edible “innards” as the butch- 
ering goes forward. We cure our hams and bacon in 
brine, preferring this over the dry salt method, and use 
big 25-gallon masonry jars for this purpose, so these are 
brought up from the cellar and thoroughly scalded. Salt, 
brown .sugar and sodium nitrate in the form of saltpeter 
are measured out for the brine mixture; the saltpeter be- 
ing to retain the color of the meat and prevent it from 
turning brown. And now with everything ready, the butch- 
ering can go forward without any delays. 
x k * 

On the big morning we set the alarm a half- 
hour early so as to get breakfast out of the Way. 
Then I hurry out and get the fires going and the 
water-kettles filled while Matt and Junior feed the 
cattle. Promptly at eight, Harry drives up in his 
Pick-up and we're ready to start. And half an 
hour later we've finished the killing down at the 
pen near Matt’s barn, loaded the carcasses into the 
truck and brought them up to the scalding fire. 
The important thing about this part of the job is 
to stick and bleed the hogs properly so there will 
be no blood in the carcasses. 


x * 

@ THE WATER IN THE KETTLES is bubbling merrily 
by this time and we bail out enough to fill the scalding 
barrel, then refill the kettles with the hose, to have a fresh 
supply when we need it. A shovel of ashes is tossed into 
the barrel and the temperature of the water tested care- 
fully, since if it is too hot, it will cause the hair to set. 
When it is just right, up goes the first hog and head-first 
into the barrel. With two men on the hind legs, the 
carcass is doused up and down a dozen times, until a 
trial shows that the hair slips readily. Then we reverse 
ends and follow the same procedure. 

Once out on the table, all hands fall to scraping away 
the bristles, now and then dipping a clean gunny sack 
into the hot water and using it to soak some spot where 
the hair doesn’t slip easily. The scraping takes perhaps a 


half hour, when the first carcass is clean and white and 
ready to hang. Now a slit is cut under the tendons above 
the hocks in the hind legs, the gambrel stick is inserted 
into these slots, and the carcass is hoisted to the scaffold. 
A clean tub is made ready for the “innards” and one of 
the workers with a steady hand and a sharp knife opens 
up the hog from top to botfom in one single, neat opera- 
tion. Everything goes into the tub, which is then set aside 
for further attention. Then the head is removed by cut- 
ting clear around it, just above the ears, and then giving 
@ sharp twist to sever it from the backbone. The carcass 
is propped open with a clean stick cut for the purpose, 
sluiced out clean with clear, cold water, and is ready to 
chill out.. 

At 10:30 there comes an interval when Harry runs 
home to get Ethel, who is coming to help Ginnie with lunch. 
Then fresh hot water goes into the scalding barrel and the 
second hog follows the first. This leaves just one to go, 
and this also is scraped clean, opened up, washed out and 
Jeft ready to chill by the time the girls call us to dinner. 
Afterward, there are the livers and hearts to clean and 
set aside and the good fat to strip away ready for the lard 

- Kettle on the morrow. And with this operation completed, 
the first day of butchering is over.

If you have to change your 
personality to lose weight, you 
might as well stay fat. It’s 
easier and probably healthier, 
too. 


But if you can keep your 
personality by eating the kind 
of foods you like and lose 
weight at the same time, then 
you'll be happy indeed. What’s 
more important, the weight you 
lose will stay lost. 


Early in 1950 I weighed 250 
pounds. Today I weigh a neat 
170—about right for my height. 
I shucked off 80 pounds in 
about a year and a half. I 
haven't gained a pound since, 
though I’m eating more now 
than during the 18 months of 
reducing. 


My slim gourmet’s system, 
boiled down to four words, is: 
“Eat well; lose weight.” 


I know that it works. It 
worked for me after every other 
diet had failed.

It’s the simplest 
diet in the world, the healthiest 
(ask your doctor) and the happi- 
est (ask yourself after you've 
tried it). 

When I weighed 250 pounds, 
my doctor didn’t approve of my 
weight. Neither did I, when I 
worked up the courage to look 
at myself in an extra-wide full 
length mirror.

Every calorie you eat over your 
actual needs will turn itself to 
fat. 

You must lay out your diet be- 
tween those two follies.

They Frown on Word ‘Supernatural’

O YOU laugh at ghosts? 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2. 


Do you set down as a crackpot 


someone who claims the apparition of a distant relative, living 

nine states away, appéared at his bedside at the exact moment 
that relative died? Do you predict that the man with the big net 
will soon be after someone who claims to have had a dream that 
came true down to the last detail nine days later? 

If you’re entertained, but unconvinced, by tales about appari- 
tions, poltergeists, premonitions and other manifestations of the 


supernatural, you belong to a large lodge. 


For years, skeptics 


have been scoffing at such things. But today some scientists are 
taking the stand that such reported mysteries merit intelligent 


investigation. 


Take, for instance, the mem- 
bers of the American Society for 
Psychical Research. The A.S.P.R. 
is a little group of inquisitive in- 
tellectuals, doctors, professors of 
psychology or philosophy, psychi- 
atrists, educators in various 
fields, ministers and just plain 
folks who believe that unsus- 
pected powers of the human 
mind may some day be brought 
to light through psychical re- 
search. 

The A.S.P.R. frowns on the use 
of the word “supernatural” in 
any connection with its work. 
The society, which includes such 
widely-known members as Prof. 
J. B. Rhine, head of Duke Uni- 
versity’s Parasychology Depart- 
ment, Waldemar Kaempffert, 
science editor of the New York 
Times, and Novelist MacKinlay 
Kantor, prefers to use the term 
“paranormal” to describe 
things beyond those we now un- 
derstand. The society's main ac- 
tivity is to investigate supposedly 
paranormal happenings, claims 
of such out-of-the-norm events 
as telepathy, clairvoyance, pre- 
cognitive dreams, fire immunity, 
trance speech, apparitions and 
other manifestations which have 
no apparent natural explanation, 
The society isn’t trying to con- 
vince anybody that there are 
such things as ghosts and -it 
doesn’t care whether or not you 
ever put any stock in such things 
as precognitive dreams. ~- 

“A.S.P.R. exists solely for the 
collection and recording of facts, 
the significance of which may 
not be fully known until long 
after our. time,’’. Mrs. Laura Ab- 
bott Dale, investigator for the 
research cpommittee of A.S.P.R., 
explained to this reporter at the 
Society’s offices at 880 Fifth 
Avenue. 

“And,” added Prof. Gardner 
Murphy, former chairman of the 
psychology department of the 
College of the City of New York, 
who heads the society’s research 
committee, “there is enough 
well-authenticated evidence, 
even when studied with a cold 
and critical eye, to show that 
the. paranormal is not only a 
legitimate field for research but 
one of great importance, from 
which we are likely to learn a 
great deal about the human race. 
Workers in this area stand on 
the threshold of a vast and chal- 
lenging unknown world, urgent- 
ly calling for investigation.” 

ce? 
ERE is a typical case of the 
H paranormal, as reported by 
the A.S.P.R. after an inves- 
tigation: 

A few years ago a teacher in 
a Connecticut high school heard 
of a strange dream that the 
schools janitress had had. The 
teacher, a member of A.S.P.R..,. 
obtained from the women, re- 
garded as an unusually level- 
headed person, the following 
statement: 

“We had not heard from my 
son Vincent for some time. He 
was a paratrooper somewhere in 
Europe. I knew by the papers 
and radio that the 10lst Air- 
borne Division had gone into 
action in Belgium. A few days 
before Christmas in 1944—it was 
a Wednesday (Dec. 20)—I had 
a dream about Vincent. It was 
real and clear. 

“He was in his uniform. He 
seemed to be on:a boat and sit- 
ting on a chair. When I went 
toward him, he said something 
like ‘Oh, mother!’ 

“And then with his right 
hand he picked up his left 
sleeve and held it up, showing 
me that his left arm was gone. 
Somehow, his fiancee, Dottie, 
was there suddenly, and both 
of them told me that the mar- 
riage would go through anyway. 

“The next morning I woke 
and told my husband about this 
terrible dream. He said it was 
only a dream, and that it was 
silly to worry about it. I told 
it to a teacher at the school and 
at Christmas dinner I told the 
dream to my cousin and her 
three children. The dream 
worried me. 

“A week or perhaps 10 days 
later, on a Wednesday, I re- 
ceived a letter from -Vincent. 
When I. read the first three 
lines, I screamed. Then I 


thought to myself that I 


shouldn't be surprised. because 
I had known it all along. Vin- 
cent wrote that on Dec. 19 he 
had been wounded in the shoul- 
der. On Dec. 21, his left arm 
was amputated. When he be- 
came fully conscious he asked 
the nurse for paper to write a 
letter. Vincent said he wanted 
to be the first to tell me be- 
cause he didn’t know what the 
government would write to me. 
A week or more later we re- 
ceived a telegram from the 
Government. | 

“Vincent came back to the 
United States and was sent to a 
Government hospital. Although 
he told Dottie that she didn’t

have to marry him, she said the 
decision lay with her, and she 
wanted to marry him. They 
were married Aug. 4, 1945.” 

The A.S.P.R. duly recorded a 
copy of Vincent’s letter; a copy 
of the telegram from the War 
Department and obtained state- 
ments from five people to whom 
the mother had described her 
dream before receiving the let- 
ter from her son,- 


In its official publication, the 
A.S.P.R. records: 


“To summarize, it seems quite 
certain that Vincent was 
wounded in the left arm on 
Tuesday, Dec. 19, at about noon 
(7 am., Connecticut time), 
Whether his mother had the 
dream that night, or Wednes- 
day night (as she reported), we 
can be sure that the dream oc- 
curred after Vincent was 
wounded, but before the actual 
amputation of the arm. The 
amputation was performed 
Thursday night, and there is no 
question of the dream having 
taken place as late as this. 

“We are not compelled, how- 
ever, to think of this dream in 
terms of precognition. Assuming 
the mother to be in paranormal 
contact with her son, and thus 
aware of his seriously wounded 
left arm, she might easily infer 
—as well as deeply fear—a sub- 


sequent amputation. The dream 
of the empty left sleeve would 
then be seen as a symbolic rep- 
resentation of this fear.”

HENEVER the A.S.-P.R. 
W nears of a case that seems 
7 to have a true psychic ele- 
ment, it digs as deeply as pos- 
sible for documentation. Here's 
another thoroughly documented 
report of the paranormal: 

A three-and-one-half-year-old 
boy — we'll call him Johnny — 
was playing in the living room 
of his home with ‘both parents 
present. Suddenly, he looked 
out of the window and remarked 
quite clearly: “Aunt Sarah isn't 
coming.” The time, Johnny's fa- 
ther remembers, was 2:30 p.m. 
because he was waiting for that 
time to turn on the radio for a 
favorite program. 

Johnny’s parents laughed @nd 
replied, “Of course Aunt Sarah 
isn’t coming. We haven't heard 
from her in months.” 

Aunt Sarah lived in a town 
100 miles away and the next 
morning she telephoned John- 
ny’s mother. She just wanted to 
tell them how close they had 
come to having a visit from her 
the day before. She had been 
driving to a nearby city and had 
every intention of making a 


detour of a few extra miles to 


see young Johnny, but on the 
highway, a couple of miles from 
Johnny’s home town she looked 
at the clock on the dashboard 
of her car, and decided she 
wouldn’t have time. 

Did Aunt Sarah remember the 
time? She did because she had 
looked at the clock. It was just 
2:30. 

A true psychic experience? 
The A.S.P.R. says you can make 
up your own mind. They sim- 
ply have signed statements from 
the adults concerned in this tale 
on file for any use they might 
serve in. time to come when 
phychical researchers may make 
use of them.

NE claim of a psychic expe- 
() rience came” from a man 

working on the construction 
of a wheat elevator, Mrs. Dale 
recalls. He dreamed the ladder 
to a 75-foot scaffold broke. When 
he told his people about it they 
laughed at him. But he wouldn't 
go up the next day. At the noon 
whistle, the ladder did break and 
killed and injured 10 men. 

“We encourage peop'e to write 
us about their psychic experi- 
ences,” Mrs. Dale says, “but we 
carefully sift out the crackpots. 
We haven't time to waste on 
folks who confuse psychiatric 
troubles with psychic experi-

Before Mrs. Dale could 
reach the scene of the alleged 
ghostly goings-on, the house 
burned down.

A sober woman and pretty 
hard-headed when she’s conduct- 
ing an investigation, Mrs. Dale 
graduated from the Sorbonne in 
Paris and taught music until she 
began working in a group with 
Prof. Murphy on telepathy and 
extrasensory perceptions.

“To be judged authentic, an 
incident must meet at least two 
basic requirements,” says Mrs.

“Some scientists have illogical- 
ly tried to deny the facts stud- 
ied by psychic researchers,” says 
Dr. George H. Hyslop, president 
of the A.S.P.R. “Whatever these 
facts may mean, they are worthy 
of objective study.”

HE society is a venerable 
T organization. Believing that 
more _ scientific methods 
should be applied to the study of 
all types of psychical phenom- 
ena, William F. Barrett, profes- 
sor of physics in the Royal Col- 
lege of Science, Dublin, in 1882 
called a conference in London. 
Three years later the American 
Society for Psychical Research 
was formed and in 1905 came 
under the direction of the 
famous Dr. James H. Hyslop, 
professor of Logic and Ethics 
at Columbia University.

N writing “Oh, Men! Oh, 
Women!” the extremely funny 
new play at the Henry Miller, 
Edward Chodorov has broken all 
of the rules for farce. Farce 
isn’t supposed to pay much atten- 
tion to character, It isn’t sup- 
posed to settle down for very 
long in any one place. Its lines 
—so the rule books say—should 
be snappers, its people stereo- 
types, its pace recklessly swift. 
Mr. Chodorov chooses to take 
his time. He dawdles long enough 
over his opening scene—a psy- 
choanalyst is preparing to shut 
up shop before sailing away on 
a honeymoon—to calm us all 
down, to suggest that the eve- 
ing is going to be a casual one, 
to let an air of plausibility drop 
gently over the proceedings.

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In a lush grapefruit grove near Phoenix, Arizona, a fruit-grower 
uses. long-handled shovel to guide flow of irrigation water through 
furrows between the trees. Scene is in the Salt River Valley, a 
former desert area of 1000 square miles, now enormously produc- 
tive. The land is a deep alluvial deposit that, with the area’s rain- 
fall of only about eight inches a year, normally supports only 
cactus and mesquite. But it springs into life at water's magic touch. 
In 1952, some 9700 acres yielded an average per acre of 18,000 
pounds of citrus fruits, valued at $306 an acre. A half-million dol- 
lars worth of pecans came from 300 acres, a crop value of $1750 
an acre. Farmers grow two crops of vegetables a year, four to 
seven cuttings of alfalfa. There are heavy yields of cotton and 
grains. The phenomenal farm production is made possible by far- 
flung water-storage systems, careful directing of the released flow.

N CENTRAL ARIZONA'S HEADY atmosphere of prosperity wrested 

from the wastelands, economic statistics have become household 

words. The symbol for Arizona is the squared-off graph, with index 
line surging steeply upward. With minor variations, this growth pattern 
fits almost any feature of the state that can be reduced to figures— its 
population, income, business activity, automobile registrations, home- 
building, bank deposits, manufacturing, tourist trade. . 

The visitor soon gains the impression from the burgeoning wealth, 
as well as from the residents’ cheerful assumption that theirs is the only 
worthwhile existence, that Arizona is a version of Texas without oil. 
While much of the state’s recent economic showing is more spectacular 
on a per cent of gain basis than on sheer magnitude, the figures are 
stacking up. 

In 1952, tourists—including the numerous refugees with respiratory 
ailments from other states—brought the state a 100 million dollars in 


business; mining amounted to a little over 200 million, manufacturing" 


volume was around 300 million, farming nearly 400 million. Retail sales 
totaled more than a billion dollars for the year. 

On the basis of a population of around 900,000, these and other 
sources Of wealth averaged out at a per capita income of $1432 in 1952. 
(In the same year, Missouri's per capita barely exceeded this at $1519, 
Illinois had $1928, and the District of Columbia, top for the nation, had 
$2095.) 

Most of this gain is centered in the valley area around Phoenix, but 
other sections of the state, notably the Tucson area, also are profiting 
by the use of stored and diverted river water. 

Arizona's development has come since the turn of the century, and 
it is founded directly on water. In 1870, the population of the vast area 
was a mere 9600, largely supported by copper-mining and farming; in

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1912, when the territory became a state, it was only about 205,000. 

By that time, parts of the valley were irrigated by a few canals 
and ditches haphazardly laid out as settlers moved in. Some of the 
canals followed flow routes dug by Indians as much as 1400 years ago 
to water their patches of cotton and corn. For years, farmers there had 
fought one another with fists. guns and lawsuits over water rights, 
which often were traded independently of land titles. 

What gave the Salt River Valley its big push forward was the 
National Reclamation Act of 1902. It provided that money from the 
sale of public lands by the Federal Government could be loaned to 
develop arid western areas. Since then, Hoover, Shasta, Grand Coulee 
and some 70 other major water-storage projects have been built under 
the act; Roosevelt Dam, near Phoenix, was the first. 

The act provides that beneficiaries of the stored water repay the 
loans, without interest; that the size of irrigated tracts be limited to 
acreage sufficient to support decently a single farm family; that local 
organizations operate the irrigation systems and use the stored water 
in as many ways as possible in the public service. 

Electric power generation quickly became one of these ways. Tur- 
bines installed at Roosevelt Dam created power to pump underground 
water at other poir's, and excess current found a ready market at hear- 
by copper mines. As other dams were built to increase the wate Fup 
ply. the power potential also kept growing. Electric power opengd the 
door to industries, and has made air-conditioning practically sjandard 
in new homes. : 

A major problem—combing through the maze of conflicting water 
rights and alloting water fairly to users in the valley—was solved with 
a formula that both preserves the original rights and makes water avail- 
able to new users.

POLITICAL and class divisions that have 
upset one government after another in France 
were sharply accentuated in the election of 

a new President of the Fourth Republic. For a 
week the National Assembly (parliament) wran- 
gled in a bitter deadlock over a successor to re- 
tiring President Vincent Auriol. 

Factions at odds over such issues as labor 

licies, church influence and the European De- 
ense Community plans refused to compromise 
on any of the leading candidates. Finally, on 
the thirteenth ballot, ‘71-year-old Senator Rene 
Coty, a comparative unknown, received the nec- 
essary majority. It was the first time in French 
presidential elections that more than two ballots 
were required. 

Coty, a “free enterprise’ Independent Re- 
publican—the party of Premier Joseph Laniel— 
will succeed Auriol, a Socialist, to a seven-year 
term on January 17. Little was known of Coty’s 
views except that he is conservative and an ad- 
vocate of a stronger executive. As President he 
will have little or no control over policy. How- 
ever, one of his official duties on taking office 
will be to select a Premier to succeed Laniel, who 
by tradition will resign. : 

The selection will require the approval of 
the National Assembly. Fight over confirmation 
is expected to reflect even more bitterly the fac- 
tionalism that tied up the presidential balloting. 
Since the formation of the Fourth Republic after 
World War II, the divisions have frequently left 
France without a government for days, some- 
times for weeks, when the assembly was unable 
to agree on a Premier. 

In early voting for President, Premier Laniel, 
a wealthy industrialist, led. He was only 22 
votes short of winning on the eighth ballot. Run- 
ner-up was Marcel-Edmond Naegelen, Socialist. 
In later voting, Laniel was replaced as candidate 
By Louis Jacquinot, who in turn withdrew. Coty 
was proposed only with the twelfth ballot, but 
on it he lacked merely 11 votes of winning. On 
the thirteenth he received 477 votes to 329 for 
Naegelen.

A Pastry Made From a Greek Recipe

Dough which was made from flour, water, oil and salt and mixed 
e to a smooth ball is rolled to one and one-quarter inch thickness.

AKLAVA, A SWEET flaky pastry filled with 
walnuts and soaked with a spiced honey 
sauce, has a romantic tradition. It is sup 

posed to have been a favorite with Anthony 
and Cleopatra. Mrs. Frank Kontos who, with 
her husband, operates a Greek pastry shop at 
4341 Olive street, learned to make this deli- 
cacy in Athens. 

For the unusual flaky leaf dough, Mrs. Kon- 
tos mixes flour, water, oil and salt together into 
a smooth ball. It is coated with cornstarch and 
set aside for 15 minutes. Only half of dough 
is rolled at one time. It is rolled to a thickness 
of one and one-quarter inches. Sheet of dough 
is then held in hands and dropped on-a cloth 
covering a large table. It is pulled carefully 
to stretch it, the cook walking around the table 
to pull dough at many places around edge. 
When dough is thin as paper the part hanging 
over edge of table is discarded. 

Each sheet of stretched dough is cut into 
16 equal pieces (about 12 by 18 inches). These 
are allowed to dry, then they are stacked, 
on waxed paper, one on top of another. They 
are covered with waxed paper and a damp 
cloth for one-half hour. A large pan is buttered 


and the bottom is covered with two thicknesses 
of the leafy dough. Then four leaves doubled 
are used to drape over the sides. Two more 
leaves are placed in bottom and crushed nuts 
are strewn over them. Two or three leaves are 
crushed over the nuts, then they are sprinkled 
with butter. (Butter is brushed on all leaves 
as they are placed in pan.) Whole operation 
is repeated, side leaves being folded in last. 
Top is covered with three more leaves whose 
edges are pushed in with a knife. Cake is 
scored for easy serving and brushed with butter 
before and just after baking. With oven at 310 
degrees, baklava is baked for about 45 min- 
utes. Syrup is made by boiling honey, water 
and cinnamon together, then addding lemon 
juice. It is poured evenly over top. 

INGREDIENTS: One and one-half pounds 
flour (about six cups), two and two-thirds cups 
water, four ounces olive or salad oil, one tea- 
spoon salt, about one pound butter for brush- 
ing on leaves, cornstarch as needed. Filling— 
three-fourths pound crushed walnuts, one pint 
honey, one cup water, three teaspoons cinna- 
mon, juice of one-half lemon. These amounts - 
will make about 40 pieces. 


Cut into rectangular leaves, tissue-like dough is used to 
e line a large pan. Folded pieces are draped over edge 
of pan and will be tucked in after pan has been filled.

We must make it understood to the world that while we abhor 
war. we will not stand for aggression. 


3. The world should also clearly understand that we have no 
ambitions toward the domination or exploitation of any 
nation.

Once we reassess our position today and establish sound 
realistic policies, both foreign and domestic, for the long 
term, we must clearly state what they are and back them up

ANCHORAGE, Alaska. 

WENTY-FIVE MILES north of Anchor- 

age, a passenger train, plowing 
through snow, ground to a stop. 

Ahead, right in the middle of the 

track, stood a huge bull moose. The train’s 

conductor swung down off a coach and hur- 

ried forward. Armed with the fireman’s 

shovel, he perched himself on the locomotive 

cowcatcher. 

The train moved slowly forward. The con- 
ductor yelled and waved his shovel. The big 
moose didn't budge. 

“That critter,” the conductor said later, 
“just stood there and looked me straight in 
the eye, just like he was saying: ‘Don’t tell 
me to move. I was here before you.’ ” 

Moose trouble ts what bedevils the Alaska 
Railroad every winter, when six-foot snows 
blanket the landscape. Plows, of course, keep 
the right of way Clear. That right of way— 
one of the world’s roughest—winds 470 miles 
across the mountains to Fairbanks. 

But in the forests on either side, the moose 
wallow helplessly in the deep snow. They've 
found out that going’s easier on the railroad 
track, and so they take over. 

Railroad men keep fighting a losing battle 
against the moose. They've tried scaring them 


with flashing lights, screeching whistles, red 
flares, rockets, even snowballs. 

Only rarely does anything work. One day 
a big:moose went to sleep on the track. 

A brakeman sneaked up, placed a red flare 
under the moose’s tail, lit the flare and hopped 
back on the train. Trainmen claim that moose 
is running yet. 

Occasionally, a moose gets mad and 
charges the locomotive. He ends up in what 
the railroaders call “mooseburger.” The ani- 
mals also have a habit of leaping in front 
of a train roaring around a curve. The train 
can't stop in time—so, more mooseburger. 


One Train’s Score

One engineer reported that last winter his 
train killed 144 moose in spite of the rail- 
road’s best efforts.

RALEIGH, N.C. 
HE PICTURE above (center) is something 
you've waited years to see. 
A slow driver is being pulled off the high- 
way by a policeman to explain why he is hold- 
ing back normal-speed traffic. 

It’s a sight that millions of drivers welcome. For 
thousands of drivers, says the National Safety Council, 
are endangered every day by slow drivers. 

But now for the first time scenes like the one above 
are happening every day in this state whose highway 
safety program is one of the best in America. 

In fact, North Carolina even has begun using radar 
to clock slow drivers. Radar operators flash word 
ahead by radio to patrol cars when their dial records 
a “creeper” approaching at dangerously slow speed. 
“Speed tapes” stretched across roads also warn 
troopers (see photo, top left) when creepers are 
approaching. 
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With siren going trooper in black sedan has overtaken slow driver in black 


Now they’re using radar to detect those “creeper” cars that 


Former FBI man Edward Scheidt, who is North 
Carolina’s aggressive new Motor Vehicle Commis- 
sioner, has told his patrols: 

“Many slow drivers may never have accidents them- 
selves. But they cause countless accidents to others. 

“Get them off the roads whenever you find them 
endangering lives in North Carolina!” 

On the day the big picture above was taken, one 
of Scheidt’s patrolmen, Trooper Rommie William- 
son, was watching for speeders and creepers on Route 
301, about 45 miles south of Raleigh. 

Traffic was flowing evenly, well-spaced, at about 
the speed limit, 55 mph. 

Suddenly, Trooper Williamson’s eye was caught by 
a line of seven cars going north at 30 mph., held back 
by a slow black convertible. 

Williamson swung his patrol car into the road. For 
3 miles he followed the line. In his mirror he saw other 
cars coming up behind. Soon there would be a long, 
dangerous procession. 

Ahead, Williamson saw another familiar sight. Cars 
began to weave as drivers jockeyed to pass. 

Then one car tried to “shoot” ahead, but couldn't 
make it. Other cars were waiting to “shoot” past the 
slow leader. 

In this dangerous situation Williamson waited until 
he had a clear lane, then turned on his siren. 

He overtook the slow line and was just pulling the 
leader off the road when the picture above was 
snapped (from another patrol car). 


The “slow driver,” a young man, looked surprised. 
He was told that too-slow driving endangers other 
cars and was asked to speed up or seek ways of help- 
ing others to pass. 

So this man got off with a warning. But another 
slow driver was arrested. This man was spotted by a 
trooper driving with his arm around a girl and hold- 
ing up a long line of cars at 15 mph. 

He was stopped and warned. Half an. hour later, 
the same trooper caught him again holding up a line. 
This time he was arrested and fined $23 for obstruct- 
ing traffic. 

But complicating the problem is the fact that not 
all slow drivers are willful road hogs. Some drivers, 
such as those shown at right, honestly are not able to 
keep up with normal traffic speeds.

OW MANY times have you said: “There must 
be some way my wife and I could make 
money—some business we could start and 
run by ourselves?”

RECENTLY a columnist made some remarks 
that drew angry replies from people in Smith- 
field, N. C., the town where Ava Gardner 
grew up. To find out what the home town 
folks think of Ava, whose marriages ( Mickey 
Rooney, Artie Shaw and Frank Sinatra) have 
made many headlines, PARADE went to 
Smithfield. Here’s what PARADE found. 


SMITHFIELD, N. C. 


6¢ AVA? Why, I've known Ava Gardner 
since she was knee-high to a duck,” 
said genial N. L. Perkins, veteran 
Smithfield tobacco auctioneer. 

“Remember going out to her Dad's farm 
one day and there was Ava, barefoot, sweep- 
in’ up acorns. She was about seven or so. 

“I said to her Daddy: ‘Brother Jonas, is 
this your baby? ‘Yes, she is,’ he says. “Well,” 
says I, ‘if she was my child, I'd get nght on 
a train and take her out te Hollywood.’” 

Folks like Mr. Perkins here in Smithfield 
(Pop. 6,500) like to talk about Ava Gardner. 
She's one of their favorite citizens. 

They remember her as that cute little 
daughter of J. B. Gardner, who had a tobacco 
farm at nearby Brogden. 

Brogden is—literally—a wide place in the 
road. It has a consolidated school (where 
Ava was a pupil), a “teacherage” (where the

Ava is the youngest of the six Gardner 
children—five girls and one boy. Her brother, 
Jack, and another sister, Mrs. John A. 
Grimes, live in Smithfield. 

“Ava was a Christmas baby,” said Mrs. 
Grimes. “She was born December 24. We 
were all grown up when Ava came along. 

“She was a lively kid, real cute. She was 
a healthy child, but something was always 
happening to her. When she was about a year 
old, she got hold of a can of liye. Mother 
caught up with Ava just as she was putting 
some of the lye into her mouth.” 

Acting quickly, Mrs. Gardner swabbed 
Ava’s mouth with vinegar, then made her 
swallow the white of an egg. That saved her 
life. As the doctor said, five minutes more 
and Ava might have died. 

When Ava was about six, one of her sisters 
accidentally struck her under the right eye 
with a hoe. A tiny scar still shows. 

At school, Ava took her lessons seriously 
—and that involved her in another mishap. 
Halfway home from school one day, she 
realized she had forgotten her books, and ran 
back to get them. The doors were locked. 

But one side door, Ava found, had a 
broken pane. She squeezed through the small 


open square. A splinter of glass in the frame 
cut a deep gash in Ava’s leg—but she got 
her books and limped home. 

Mishaps or not, Ava liked adventure. She 
was acrobatic and had a great flair for hang- 
ing by her heels. 

Ava was a great favorite with the boys, 
but had few “steadies.” Said her sisters: 
“Sometimes when boy friends came to call, 
Ava would beg us to go to the door and tell 
them to go home.” 

About her first “big” high school date— 
a football star—Ava once said: “I couldn't 
think of # thing to say—so we just sat.” 


Wrong Basket 


T scHooL, Ava was the “lone wolf” type 
—didn't belong to school clubs, wasn’t 
interested in sports. Once she was

Smithfield regards Ava as a home town 
girl who made good, and everybody's for her.
